FINE WEATHER FOR SUNDAY. 


The first real thunder storm of the season, pro- 
ceded by high winds and accompanied by a 
heavy fall of rain, swept down on the city yester- 
day afternoon and evening. The city had been 
sweltering in tropical heat for twenty-four hours: 
fitful gusts of wind had filled the air with dirt 
from the streets and helped make the population 
miserable. The atmosphere was laden.with elec- 
tricity as before a midsummer storm. The mer- 
cury stood at 84° ana the wind had dropped to 
ten miles an hour. 

Then the long delayed promise of rain was fa)- 
filied. It left the skies clear, the atmosphere 
cogl, and the air as sweet and refreshing as that 
of a new mown hay field. 


In the face of these signals and despite the pub- 
warnings in the papers the weather man 

saw small boat after smal! boat put out through 
— opening in the breakwater. Most of them 
&ppily put in under ‘its lee and lay there in 
safety. It was 2 o'clock when a dark cloud formed 
just over the western edge of the city. It 
was not large, but it was black as a sooty tern’s 
wing. Ali the little clouds for a mile about ran 


together and formed a compact body, which 


moved eastward over the city. From the top of 
the Auditorium it looked as though the cloud 
were drawing up to it ali the dust and smoke of 
the town. It advanced lakeward steadily, a 
black head and a dusky, shifting body trailing 
its way downward to the street. There was 
scarcely a perceptible movement of air on the 
tower. Objects to the westward were becoming 
obscured rapidly. The clock on the Grand Cen- 
tral station went behind the cloud, the Manhbat- 
tan Building disappeared, and then the wind 
with its burden of dust and soot passed over the 


. Auditorium roof atthe rate of thirty-five miles 


an bour, swept over the park and passed out into 
the lake. 


Boat Could Be Seen. 


The observer on the roof saw a cat-rigged boat 
just off the breakwater. The men on the boat 
saw the approaching. storm and the sail went 
down hurriedly. They tried to make the shelter 
of the pier, but the wind was gouing at too fast a 
pace. Thedust and smoke closed over it and 
the wind sent it scudding. The storm was short- 
lived and the boat beat back!) after its violence 
had passed. 

A light rain fell at this time over a small part 
ofthe city. The drops were great splashes of 
water, but they were few and a good ways apart. 
Just as the storm cloud reached the horizon the 
watchers on the Auditorium saw the life savers 
put .off in their boat from the river mouth. 
They pulled rapidly south, touched at the gov: 
ernment pier, spoke to the fishermen there, and 
put off to the southeast, disappearing in the gray 
haze which succeeded the dust storm.

Pending further investigation Mrs. Laura 
O'Neill is under police surveillance at her home, 
No. 2706 Butler street. She is accused by her 
husband, John O’ Neill, an ex-saloonkeeper, with 
having fatally poisoned her two children—Anna, 
aged 8, and Laura, aged 15. O'Neill says that 
his wife threatened soma time ago unless he Jeft 
her alone to poison all their four children. The 
police and the Coroner havo been investigating 
the charges, but last nieht had not discovered 
evidence sufficient to warrant the arrest of Mrs.

Mrs. O'Neill denies the charges, but has* little 
else to say about the matter.

She 
died yesterday morning at 1 o'clock at the 
home of her mother. The two girls were 
insured in the John Hancock Life Insurance 
Company for $100 each. Yesterday the insur- 
ance company was notified by Mr. O'Neill not to 
pay the policies until an investigation conid be 
made. The insurance company notified the Coro- 
ner of the death of Laura O'Neill, and Deputy 
Kelly was sent to hold an inquest.

CHAIN IS THERE BUT NO WATER COMES. 


Lincoln Park Artesian Well Seems to Have 
Gone on a Strike, 

The people who have the Lincoin Park artasian 
well incharge have accepted the suggestion of 
Tus TRIBUNE and lengthened the chains so that 
the general public can now take its water 
straight. The work was done hefore 8 
o'clock in the morning. Paralyzed, possibly, 
at the attention given it, the well prompt- 
ly went on strike and refused to sup- 
ply any more water. It suspended 
operations at about 9 0 ’clock and at 11 o'clock 
last night was still dry.. The park employés say 
the well just quit of its own accord, but others 
say it was shut down. All the sun-baked day 
through thirsty people came to the well for a 
drink an couldn't get it. Some of 
them sought out park employés and asked 
questions, but the answers they got were 
not particularly satisfying. No one professed to 
know for certain whether the water had 
shut off or whether it had stopped. Sasa 
reticence was preserved on the subject of the 
lengthened chain. One man said the well had 
never been intended forthe use of the general 
public, but was originally fitted. with a pipe to 
supply the workmen who were at work on the 
trenches in the neighborhood. Just before the 
storm came up last bight the ground around the 
fountain was crowded with cyclists, all of whom 
wauted to know what was the matter with the 
well. There are mon at work on the oid fountain 
near by, but in the meanwhile a good many peo- 
ple are going thirsty. The only one who seems 
to thoroughly appreciate the situation is a man 
who runs a lemonade stand just across the street.

Irving's New Creation of “Don Quixote.” 


A new play by Mr. Irving is always an event in 
London. He created a net and fascinating char- 
acter tonight in ** Don Quixote.” It was only in 
one act, a mere sketch, but the two pathetic 
phrases of the character underlying Car- 
vantes’ satire were presented with ia- 
comparable. skill by this incomparable 
actor. The quality of simple faith perverted 
into insane exaltation was a dangerous experi- 
ment upon the modern stage, but Mr. Irving 
made his Don Quixote as pathetic as he made 
him ridiculous, and the great audience was al- 
most as silent and absorbed as @ few years ago 
other audiences sat spellbound under the relig- 
ious vagaries of Jean d’Arc as given us by Bern- 
hardt, 

The humor of the Knight’s vagaries here were 
all but forgotten in the intense earnestness of 
his delusion. Perhaps nothing he has done 
showed more this great actor’s intellectual force 
and subtlety than to have made ridicule 
thus forget itself in almost affectionate pity. 
It is not Mr. Irving's object, howevér, to 
‘present this as more than a bit of outline or to 
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possibly be felt with a once favorite playwright 
and author in his degradation. 
Earl of Pembroke’s Death. 


The death of the Earl of Pembroke yesterday 
created a profound sensation, for although ill 
health prevented his prominence in politics he 
was one of the most popular men in England.

Some twenty years 
ago he published an,account of a cruise in the 
Southera Pacific, written jointly by himself and 
Dr. Kingsley, a brother of the novelist, the Rev. 
Charles Kingsley. This book was entitled 
** South Sea Bubbles,” 

The Earl’s humorous approval of the lax 
morals of the South Sea Islanders created a sen- 
sation. and was severely condemned. The book 
was ‘banned in many circulating libraries. 
Among other things he jocosely observed he 
would return to Otaheita and marry one of the 
dusky beauties of whose charms he spoke in 
glowing terms, but, instead of doing so, he short- 
ly afterward surprised every one by wedding an 
aunt of the present Earl of Shrewsbury, a lady 
who is not a beauty and who had considerably 
the advantage of himin years. They never had 
any children.

VICTIMS OF SPANISH SUSPICION. 


Disgraceful Treatment of Two American 
Citizens by the Authorities. 

Santiago, Cuba, April 26.—[{Copyright, 1895, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. ]}—Two American citizens, Aueustus Bo!l- 
ton and Gustav Richelieu, victifns of Spanish 
suspicion, were liberated from the Santiago jail 
today. The story of their wrongs is of a nature to 
arouse the indignation of the American people, 
Bolton and Richelieu were in the turtle-shell 
business at Port au Princa, They used small 
boats, and one day in February they put from 
Nicholas Mole to look (for turtie. A 
strong wind blew them out into the pass- 
age between Hayti and the east end of 
Cuba, and they could not work their way back. 
They landed: in Guantanamo Bay Feb. 16, and 
after communicating with the United States 
Vice-Consul they put out and came to Santiago. 
Here they landed and visited the Consul, Mr. 
Hyatt. The Captain of the Port had them ar- 
rested for leaving Guantanamo without 
a permit. This was only a pretext, 
and they were released Bolton and 
Richelieu went to the consulate to report, 
While there they were again arrested. They 
were denied permission to see any one, and were 
placed in a room twenty-five feet long by eigh- 
teen wide containing twenty-one men. Some of 
the latter were convicted murderers serving long 
sentences. There was no bedding, and Bo!ton 
and Richelieu had to sleep on the dirty, vermin- 
infested floor.

WARM TIME EXPEOTED THIS WEEK 
IN THE GERMAN REIOHSTAG, 


Anti-Revolution Measure Excites Strong 
Opposition Among the Soédélalists and 
the Government May Have to Modify 
Its Terms or Withdraw IteAmerican 
Art Commended in Germany=—Excessive 
Sentence for Rioting=—Comnients on the 
Standard Oil Monopoly’s Methods. 


Berlin. May 4.—[Copyright, 1895, by the 
Associated Press.]|~The Reichstag proceedings 
have attracted little interest during the last 
week, but they are expected to be greatly en- 
livened when the anti-revolution bill comes be 
fore the house.’ The demonstration tomorrow 
against the bill by the delegates from 
the various city councils will be a great affair, 
having gained importance by reason of the gov- 
ernment’s opposition. 

The government yesterday received another re- 
buff on this question in the adoption by the 
Lower House of the Wurtemburg Diet of a So- 
cialist motion condemning the anti-revolution 
bill. Premier Mittnacht declared the vote on 
the bill in the Bundesrath was not binding and 
admitted he had grave doubts respecting 
the advisability of the measure in the 
form given it in committee, This statement 
is only a sign of the times, as it 
is evident throughout Germany, apart from 
Prussia, the feeling is distinctly against the 
drastic character of the. ati-revolution bill. 
The government, too, does not help its cause in 
combating socialism by ridiculous mistakes, 
such as including in the list of books regarded 
as subversive to the State, and attached to the 
anti-revolution billin order to show its neces- 
sity the poetical works of the patriot poet, 
Freiligrath, written in 1848, and which are now 
used in ordinary school books. 

American Art Commended. 

The leading event, socially, has. been the open 
ing of the art exhibition by Dr. Bosse, the Min- 
ister of Public Instruction, representing the Em- 
peror. There was a smart attendance. The 
American exhibit is placed separately in two 
large halls and is universally conceded to out 
shine the rest, even the French sec- 
tion being eclipsed, Harrison, Gay, Pearce, 
Bridgeman, Sargent, Stewart, Weeks, Melchers, 
Dannat, Macewen, and Rolshoven being espe- 
cially strong among the Americans. Harrison’s 
painting, **En Arcadie,’’ is admitted to be the 
greatest attraction of the show. The American 
section has received generous praise from the en- 
tire Berlin press. The Vossische-Zeitung, for in- 
stance, says: 

“Those times are past when American art was 
sneered at. Whocan deny it? In the arts and 
crafts there is the same resistless advantage as 
in the technical science. One feels the vehemence 
of the youthful vigor which courses through 
veins across the ocean and.which is éver achiev- 
ing fresh things.” 

Among the sculptures, Prof. Hegter’s Heine 
monument has been purchased by the Germans 
of New York. 

Excessive Sentences for Rioting. 


The sentences in the Fuechsmuehle rioting 
case have aroused a great deal of indignation 
and are being made capital of by the Socialist 
press, as showing the contrast between the law 
and natural justice. One hundred and 
forty-three men were condemned to terms 
of imprisonment varying frum fourteen days to 
four months. The chief sufferer was Burgomas- 
ter Joseph Stock, who received the heaviest sen- 
tence and a fine. The severity of the punishment 
is generally condemned by other classes of news- 
papers, many of which urge the Prince Regent of 
Bavaria, Luitpold, to pardon the offenders. The 
YXommune of Fuechsmuehle is on the verge of 
destitution, as the prisoners form the bulk of the 
adult population. 

Criticise Standard Oil Methods. 

A portion of the German press comments on the 
warfare on the Standard Oil company because 
of its. successful manipulations in raising the 
price of petroleum, which has risen 50 per cent 
within three months and which is now 15 cents a 
quart at retail. The Kreuz-Zeitung and other 
papers call upon the government to take steps to 
prevent such usurious proceedings. Yesterday’s 
question in the Reichstag was the outcome of 
this agitation and the result showed the govern- 
ment is evidently preparing counter-measures. 

Increasing Its Naval Resources. 

The government, through the Navy Department, 
following the example of other powers, has se- 
cured by contract the eventual services of four 
fast Hamburg-American line steamers and six of 
the fastest ora Sage, om the North German 
Lloyds: steamship ine. They will each 
be armed with sixteen guns of heavy caliber and 
fourteen quick-firing guns. The steamers will 
be used in case of necessity as dispatch boats and 
for reconnoitering work. The first practical test 
of their availability will be made during the 
great naval maneuvers next autumn, one of the 
steamers being hired for 180,000 marks. 

Cost Less than the Estimate, 

The Reichstag yesterday, by a large majority, 
agreed to acredit of 1.700,000 marks ($408.- 
000) to cover the expenses of opening the Baltic 
and North Sea Canal. Dr. von Boetticher, the 
Imperial Secretary of the Interior, made the un- 
expected announcement that the actual cost of 
the canal was probably 700,000 marks ($168,- 
000) less than the estimate. A medal has been 
modeled by Prof. Herter, at the instance of the 
Emperor, to celebrate the dedication of the ca- 
nal. His Majesty will present one of these med- 
als to each guest. 

Movements of the Imperial Family. 

Emperor William and the imperial family 
have taken up their residence at the new palace 
until the end of June, when the Emperor is go- 
ing on a yachting trip to Norway.

BUFFALO, N. Y., May 4.—The low lake levels 
this sprine are playing havoc with the lumber 
trade at Tonawanda. Boats drawing but twelve 
feet strike the bottom in going down to that oll 
and underwriters are getting scary of the busi- 
ness. The effect will be a serious loss, to the lake 
lumber trade, as a big volume of the business is 
done at Tonawanda in distributing lumber from 
the lakes to Eastern points by way of the Erie 
canal. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 4.—Members of the Lake 
Carriers’ Association are in receipt of letters from 
Secretary Keep regarding Tuesday’s conference 
on the fuel question at Buffalo.

It Will Mark the Initial Substantial Effort 
to Perpetuate the Great Work Inaugu- 
rated by the World’s Fair Parliament 
of Religions=Divines in India Enthusi- 
astically Favor the Course to Be Inaugu- 
‘yated There by Dr. Barrows in a Few 


Years=W hat They Have to Say. 

- The first echoes of the World’s Parliament 
of Religions will be heard this afternoon in 
the theater of Kent Chemical Laboratory, 
University of Chicago, when the Rev. John 
Henry Barrows, D. D., will deliver the first 
of the Haskell lectures for 1805. The gen- 
eral theme will be “‘Christianity, the World- 


Religion,” and the topic' of the 4 o’clock 
lecture this afternoon ‘‘Universal Aspects 


of Christianity.”’ 
The liaskell lectures will probably be 


given annually, the Barrows lectures bien- 
nially, and both courses will be given by Dr. 
Barrows as long as he désires to continue 
them. To him perhaps more than any other 
man is due the inspiration for this substan- 
tial effort to extend and perpetuate the 
friendly interest which marked the proceed- 


ings of the great Religioys Parliament, of 
which he was the promoter and- moving 


spirit. 
Speaking of his prospective lectures in 


comparative religions Dr. Barrows said yes- 


terday: 

I do not think it likely that I shall deliver the In- 
dia lectures {also provided for by Mrs. Haskell] 
for at least two years. The lectures will proba- 
bly .be delivered in Caleutta, Madras in Southern 
India, and Bombay. The Calcutta missfonary 
conference has just passed resolutions, not yet 
sublished in this country, oe Moen the proposed 
lesture course, and similar expressions of —- 
al and welcome have recently come to me from a4 
conference of 100 missionaries held at Madrae. 
Missionary conferences in bombay are also plan- 
ning for these lectures. Then, too, Baptist mis- 
wionaries in Hyderabad have ‘made earnest re- 
quests for the courses, and the Bangalore mis- 
sicnary conference has most heartily approved the 
proposed lecture course on comparative religions. 

r. R. S. McDonald, President of the Missionary 
Conference of Calcutta, favors the plan and says 

t all with whom he has conversed are of the 
same hind. 

Frot, Tomory .of Duff College, Calcutta, writes: 
**T hail your noble movement as the answer to my 
prayers. the realization of some of my dreams.

Lecturers Will Be Welt Received. | 

Of the probable attitude of the Hindu mis- 
sionaries toward the proposed plan to in- 
troduce Christianity into ‘India upon a new 
basis Dr. Barrows says: 

I take it for granted that the Christian lecturers 
sent by the University of Chieago will be cordially 
received by the missionaries: hey are too wise 
and Christian to turn the cold shoulder on their 
hren who come in the spirit of Christ to speak 
he truths of our common Christianity. any 
them may be solidly committed against the 
hod of presenting the clhims of Christianity 
in a temperate, ar goat # and conciliatory way; 
they may be wedded to ideas which the church is 
ou wing; they may magnify secondary over es- 
sential truths, and some of them may be averse to 
the visits of distinguished, and liberal-minded 
Christian lecturers, who will report impartially 
to Christian Europe and America on what they 
have seen and heard. There is a practically unani- 
mous judgment among the missionaries that the 
speakers ought to be those who have lived long 
in India, but it would be a njistake to confine the 

Jecturers to this class. 
.~ The idea of Mrs. Haskell, who founded this lec- 
tureship, was to make each rourse of lectures an 
: international event. Distingnished men must be 
. gpelected, whose going to India will awaken inter- 

est here and there. rthermore, those who man- 

e this trust ought to consider the influence upon 

ristian America and Eurcpe which this inter- 
national lectureship is ca le of producing. If 
fair-minded Christian scholars from America 
ecme back from India, and their neparts agree 
substantially with what the missionaries have all 
along told us, the missionary cause will be greatly 


served. 

It will*be an immense mistake for our Christian 
friends in India to maintain a position of an- 
tagonism. While their codperation is important, 
their opposition will hurt. their own Christian 
cause and will not a hurt the Christian 
lectureship, which is an independent movement, 

+ entirely beyond their control.) 

The main thing is to secure’ the good will and in- 
terest of the non-Christian public of India. 
tunately a cordial welcome ‘is already assured by 
the various divisions of the Hindu Community, 
excepting only the Mohammesans, who think it is 
@ sacrilege to receive ambassadors of Christina 


friendly and fraternal ary and they are deter- | 


mined not to ** compromise ** their holy religion. 
‘Dr. Barrows has received numerous let- 
ters ffom the leading missionaries and re- 
ligionists of the East, all of whom testify 
_to the widespread interest which the Par- 
liament of Religions has awakened in the 
districts they immediately represent. 
The Rey. James S. Dennis, D. D., of Syria 
says of the influence of the parliament: 
2 TI believe it will be for the establishment of 
Thristianity. Its literature has gone to the ends 
the ee . I assert that there never was a more 
mising opportunity for Christianity to send to 

e ends of the earth a clear and luminous message 
charged with a persuasive vindication of its claims 
and a convicting exposition of its teachings. 

The Rey. J. H. De Forest, D. D., of Sen- 
dai, Japan, says: 

The fullness of time has now come and the 
church of Christ is called upon by a voice louder 
than any ever heard by prophet or priest to go on 
and give the finishing strokerto what has already 
beeen accomplished. It is the glory of the Parlia- 
ment of Religions that it has brought this new 
light vividly.

plodded along, kept moving all the time, and 
watched for points of interest. He found 
many and came back satisfied that the ride

accomplish it. 

In the first place the distance. is deter- 
mined. The route traversed is often cov- 
ered, but few riders can tell when they take 
~a boulevard ride just how far they have 
gone.

“meter can tell just how far he has pedaled 
when he figures up at the end of a trip, but 
the straight lines on the’ boulevard-park 
trip, as done by?the man who went over the 
ground for THE TRIBUNE, result in a correct 
computation.

Now comes the story of the ride, what 
streets were used and what parks were vis- 
ited. The 27.67 miles, it must be under- 
stood, are as the crow flies, and do not in- 
clude little turns and rounds inthe parks 
unavoidable in looking at the beauties and 
points of interest. 
Start on the Pretty Ride. 
First, THe TRIBUNE office, as¥everybody 
knows, is located at Madison and Dearborn 
streets. The bicyclist left that point at 8 
o'clock a. m. and went directly east to Mich4 
igan boulevard. There:he turned south, 
passing the Lake-Front Park on the left 
and the Auditorium and other big hotels

Skirting along 
the eastern part of the park the rider reached 
the Midway, haunted with memories of Old 
Vienna and the,other picturesque attrac- 
tions that flourished there in the reign of the 
White City. Going east on the north road- 
way, which is completed, the rider covered 
its entire length and made a circle round 
the Field Museum and then turned west once 
more, retracing the track and once more go- 
ing into Washington Park.

It is a long, dusty 
ride, however, at its best, but it is probably 
the best route just now to Lincoln Park from 
the West Side. Down where Fullerton 
crosses Milwaukee avenue unmistakable 
signs that this is the real North Side begin 
to appear in the way of advertising boards 
with picturesque names and the men and 
women with “ growlers.”

WILL START IN THE BIG ROAD RACE 


Some of the Men Who Expect to Make a 
Good Showing Decoration Day. 

There are many “ youngsters’’ who are 
counted upon to surprise the public by their 
work in the Chicago road race Decoration 
day. Among them is W. P. Jones, who re- 
cently joined the Illinois Cycling club. He 
began riding last spring, but before the sea- 
son closed captured the Indiana State one- 
mile competitive recesd-at_2:00 1-5. In the 
ten-mile Columbia road race in October he 
rode from scratch and won the time prize in 
27:20. At Champaign a few days later he 
started with a minute handicap in a three- 
mile race and won first place in 8:55. Inthe 
one-mile competitive at Caxton, with a 
handicap of fifteen yards, he won second 
a beating some of the best men in the 

tate. 

“Snake” Wood, Captain of the Illinois 
track team, has ridden for three years, but 
did nothing to speak of until last season. 
In September he won three handicap novice 
races in one.afternoon at Pontiac. 

W. C. Bode of the Illinois club won several 
races last year. W. J. Anderson is the 
holder of five championship State records— 
the one-quarter, one-half, one, two, and five 
miles—won in July last year at Quincy. 

Joe Schuttler has ridden for only a year, 
but is already in excellent condition. 

George Miller of the Aeolus is working 
hard. He won first place in the club’s pre- 
liminary cup race last fall, but lost in the 
final heat. With a handicap of fifty yards 
he captured the Aeolus five-mile road race 
in October, beating the crack men of the 
club. Will Neeman, also of the Aeolus 
club; won many local races last year and 


. never came in unplaced. 


Charlie Sinsabaugh, after two years of 
rest, has resolved to enter the Chicago road 
race. He is now doing a good deal of train- 
ing under the care of Van Sicklen and Bar- 
rett and expects those veterans to have him 
in old-time form before May 30. He intends 
riding tandem this year with Frank Hovey 
and will compete in the Galesburg tour- 
nament. Hovey will also ride Decoration 
day. He belongs to the speedy class of 
youngsters at the Chicago Cycling club and 
is a rider of more than ordinary promise. 

G. A. Phillips mounted a wheel for the 
first time léss than a yearago. He did not 
know how to ride when the Chicago road 
race came off,: but since then he has won 
at least ten events. In September he rode 
a mile in Denver against the fastest men 
in the.West. He beat them all and estab- 
lished a State record for the distance. He 
is now in Louisville training with Bain- 
bridge and De Cardy. 

L. J. Berger of the Morgan & Wright 
club has ridden for several years, but only 
came into prominence last fall. In October 
he made a local ten-mile record over the 
West Side course in 24:15. W. A. Thomp- 
son, one of the Chicago Cycling club’s 
‘*novices,”” has been picked as one of the 
possible winners of the time prize. He 
won eighteen races last year and beat 
Gardnier, De Cardy, Bainbridge, Osman, 
Peck, and Davis. 

Roy Keator, of unicycle fame, is another 
whom the scratch men will have cause to 
fear. Dasey is another Chicago cycling man 
who has made a reputation for himself in- 
side of a year. . 

John B. Lund will not ride as a “dark 
horse” in the Chicago because many who 
have compared the relative merits of the 
different men have picked him as a time win- 
ner. ‘Last year in the Elgin-Aurora road 
event he carried off first time prize, 

Will Decardy started to ride last year, yet 
already has made four world records—the

USE OF THE BICYCLE IN THE ARMY. 


Lieut. Stevens’ Conclusions as to the Mil- 
itary Value of the Wheel, 


Two military tactica for the use of the bi- 
cycles have been written, ore by Gen. Ord- 
way for the militia of thé? District of Colum- 
bia, and one by. Lieut. May of the 
Fifteenth. Infantry, U. S. <A. The reg- 
ular army has not yet experimented with 
the bicycle as a practical means of trans- 
portation for soldiers. The War Department 
itself has never recognized the existence of 
the bicycle, though inan unofficial way sev- 
eral army officers, at their own expense of 
time and trouble, and cost of tnachine, have 
made experiments, with highly satisfactory 
results. Lieut. Stevens of Fitst Artillery, 
now stationed at Fort Hamilton, said to a 
New York Sun reporter recently: 

‘** T have demonstrated that the bicycle isa 
practical means of transportation even over 
poor roads, and when those roads are covered 
with snow and water, and the rider is carrying 
the weight of a soldier’s ordinary marching 
equipment. I have ridden some kind of 
wheel for twenty years, and from my experi- 
ence I am convinced that small detachments 
of soldiers equipped with rifle, blanket, can- 
teen, and bread bag, cotild be moved from 
fifty to seventy-five miles a day on bicycles. 
Some time ago I went to the agent 
of a wheel 1 was riding and got a 
new wheel with the pupose of riding it to 
destruction, as we say of guns which we fire 
to destruction in experimenting with them. 
That was a thirty-pound wheel, I rode it 
between 7,000 and 8,000 miles. Ihave rid- 
den it over bad roads. such as those between 
Fort Hamilton and Brooklyn, for instance; 
I have ridden it through snow and water and 
mud, and have a, given it rough, hard 
usage, because I wanted to see what it could 
stand. Well, llearned a grefit deal about the 
machine, but I did not learn how long it 
would take me to ride it to destruc- 
tion, because is nothing the 
matter with the machine today. I am 
riding now a wheel which weighs, as I ride it, 
thirty-two pounds, or twenty-eight pounds 
stripped. beeitmnen vill unders by that 
that lam riding whatis known as a leary 
wheel. I don’t approve of the light wheels or 
racing machines for practical road work. 
They would not doin the service, but I be- 
lieve that such wheels as I speak of could be 
used by sentries, dispatch bearers, and ad- 
vance guards, and an enormous amount of 
quick transportation got out of them with the 
expenditure of comparatively very littie phys- 
ical force.

Satisfactory Progress Reported on the Bill 
for a Revision of the Assessment Laws— 
Some Important Leasehold Sales«Ac- 
tivity Around the Postoffice Squaree 
April Building Cost Shows an Increase 
Over the Same Month Last Year—Re- 
cent Sales and Leases of Realty. 

The stagnation which exists in the real 
estate market is not without its attend- 


not kept busy making sales they have more 
time and opportunity for those reforms 
which are so much needed in this State. 
Recent méetings of the Real Estate Board 
have been given up almost entirly to dis- 
cussions of real estate reforms which are 
the subject of legislative action in Spring- 
field. At the regular meeting of the board 
last Wednesday a report was received from 
the Committee on Revenue Reform, of which 
George L. Wartier is Chairman. This com- 
mittee was able to report satisfactory prog- 
ress on the bill now pending for a révision 
of the assessment laws of the State. There 
is now good reason to believe the bill will 
be passed which provides real estate assess- 
ments shall be made every four years, and 
that an office shall be kept open continuous- 
ly for needed revisions, and that these re- 
visions shall be madé yearly. Under the 
new law, if passed, property will-be as- 
sessed at one-eighth of its fair cash value 
and an Assessor will be left no discretion 
in the matter. 

“Under the present law, if it were a 
ried out to the letter, real estate holdihgs 
would practically be confiscated,” said Mr. 
Warner, in discussing the bill. ‘‘ The law 
Says the assessment shall be on the real 
cash value. If every Assessor should car- 
ry out the law and the rate of taxation 
should be correspondingly decreased, it 
would then be perfectly fair for all con- 
cerned. Jt has been demonstrated, how- 
ever, that this cannot be done, and further, 
that it will not be done by Assessors. The 
result is that the Assessor is allowed to 
use his own discretion in making the as- 
sessments, and while 12% per cent is per- 
haps a fair average of the assessment on 
the real value, it is not evenly and proper- 
ly distributed, Some are assessed at one- 
fifth or one-half the real value, while oth- 
ers "aad pay on one-twentieth or one-for- 
tieth.

WOMAN’S BUILDING CORNER STONE LAID. 


Great Exhibition to Be Placed in It in the 
Atlanta Exposition.

The Woman’s Build- 
ing, which will be built after a design by 
Miss Elise Mereur of Pittsburg, will be one 
of the most beautiful structures on the 
grounds, and will house one of the most com- 
plete exhibitions of woman’s work ever col- 
lected in America. The money for the build- 
ing has been raised almost exclusively by 
the women of Atlanta, with assistance from 
representative women in different parts of 
Georgia and other States. The building will 
be completed by. July 15, and will be a sub- 
stantial and commodious as well as beauti- 
ful edifice.

Settlement of Post Office Site. 

Plans are well along for the temporary

L. Z. Leiter owns the east half of the 
Grand Padific property, and it is said he in- 
tends putting‘ his part of the building in good 
repair for hotel purposes. Under the terms 
of some of his leases for the store fronts on 
Clark street the building-must. be used for 
hotel purposes.

Pacific Hotel 
company, which holds the lease on the west 
half of the ground and is the owner of the 
building, will, it is said, surrender the build- 
ing to the owners of the ground. It is not 
probable the Grand Pacific will be rented, 
again as a joint property, though it may be 
secured by a syndicate and improved for an 
office building, for which it is considered 
particularly well adapted by reason of its 
location.

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HERE will be an unprecedented re- 

vival of yachting during the sum- 

mer of 1895. The local yacht clubs 

are all members of the Lake Michi- 

~ gan Yachting Association, which has 
done so much to further the interests of 
yachtsmen in the West. The/friendly rivalry 
which it has stimulated between the yacht 
clubs of Chicago, Milwaukee, Racine, Gréen 
Bay and other Lake Michigan cities has all 


‘tended to the improvement of boats and 
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— €xertions of Commodore 


crews. Many of the old boats have been 
abandoned, and in.some ‘cases the crews of 
several of the old style slow-going yachis 
have clubbed together and built a boat on 
strictly modern lines. In every regatta that 
was sailed in 1894 this improvement in the 
class of the yachts entered was very notice. 
able. It will be more noticeable this year, 
The yacht clubs of this city are apparently en- 


‘tering upon a season of prosperity. 


Since the disbanding of the old Chicago 
Yacht club yachting has been carried on toa 
great extent by men who have had to econo- 
mize in winter in order to sail in summer. 
Every spring that they have fitted out their 


- -_ | 


anything on the lake... The Idler, though 


over 20 years old, has done some re- 
markably good work, and it is thought 
that during the summer it will 
have a friendly contest’ with the 


schooner yacht Priscilla of Cleveland. Both 
of these boats were built to defend the Amer- 
teacup. The Idler, in the days when the two 
stickers sailed for the cup, and the Priscilla 
in 1884 when the typical American sioop had 
ousted the schooners from their places as cup 
defenders. Priscilla was beaten the same 
year by the Puritan, one of Burgess’ best boats, 
and so did not sail in the cuprace. Like 
many ,of the other big sloops it has been 
changed into a schooner, and in that shape 
was brought to Cleveland. If these two boats 
try conclusions it will attract not only alarge 
crowd, but the attention of yachtsmen 
throughout the whole country. 

A good deal of interest is felt in the new 
schooner yacht which Charles Wilson is build- 
ing for Dwight Lawrence. While not intend- 
ed for a racer it is expected to be moderately 
fast and will doubtless prove a first-class cruis- 
ing yacht. Its dimensions are: Length, 68 
feet; beam, 1414 feet; and it will drawseven 
or eight feet ef water. It will be deep enough 
to give plenty of headroom below decks and 
will be flush decked its entire length, with the 
exception of a 6-foot cock pit located well aft. 
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It will be remembered that in the regatta of 
last August cff Lincoln Park one of these 
boats was sailed in a gale of wind without 
reefing a sail. The crew were perched along 
the weather side dressed in bathing suits and 
evidently not afraid of getting wet. 

A number of new sixteen and eighteen-foot 
boats are building in Chicago and Racine for 
this fleet. There is also some talk of a larger 
class of yachts for the Jackson Park harbor, 
and when the wreck of the World’s Fair is 
cleared away and the proposed improvement 
of Jackson Park has begun, a strong move, 
ment will be made by interested yachtsmen 
and public-spirited residents to either nave 
the south pond erilarged and the entrance 
dredged out or else secure a portion of the 
lagoon near the Field Museum for an anchor- 
age for the yachts. If this is done a number 
of yachts of the same class as the Idler and 
Catherine C. will make their headquarters at 
Jackson Park. 

The recent revival af the old Chicago Yacht 
club has not been attended with 
that the interested parties expected. The 
charter after wandering around Green Bay 
and Northern Michigan for some years has 
finally been returned to Chicago, and-is now 
in the possession of Vice-Commodore A. Paul- 
son of that club. The principal object in re- 
viving this club was the consolidation of all

Itis a first-class ocean-going yacht in 
every respect. Its dimensions are 150 feet 
over all, with 20 feet beam, and it draws 10 
feet 9 inches of water.

Its motive power 
consists of a Svotch boiler and powerful triple 
expansionengines. A coal capacity of fifty 
tons provides ample fuel for long cruises. 

H. F. Balche’s steam yacht, the New 
Aleyone, which will be completed early in 
the spring of 1896, will doubtiess be en- 
rolled in this new organization. George

It is the idea of these men that an ex- 
clusively steam yacht clubcould be organized 
and the dues placed at high enough figures to 
insure the meeting of ali expenses and at the 
same time not be excessive. It is probable 
that if this club is organized it will foilow 
closely the lines of similar eastern organiza- 
tions and find its membership chiefly among 
men of ample means. 

With ali these existing and proposed or- 
ganizations it would seem that there should 
be no doubt of successful yachting seasons 
fora number of years to come. The first 
event of the yachting season will be the 
cruise of the Columbia Yacht club to Michi- 
gan City and return in June, The next and per- 
haps nost important event of the season will 
be the regatta at Milwaukee July 4. Boats from 
all the ports on Lake Michigan, as weil as 
some of the lower lakes, will take part. If 
the Idier and Priscilla meet it should be at

ABSINTHE THE CURSE OF THE FRENCH. 


Vitality of the Nation Sapped by the In. 
sidious Drink. 

Doctor Lancereaux, the celebrated French 
physician, has lent to the French Medical 
Aeadeiny a statistical report of the use of ab- 
sinthe in France, which has created a sensa- 
tion, as it shows in plain figures how year for 
year this favorite drink of the French people 
is undermining the vitality of the nation and 
his report is doubly interesting when it is 
taken in consideration that the United States 
next to France is the greatest consumer of 
this poison in the form of alcoholic stimulant. 

Absinthe is procured by poundimg the leaves 
and flowery tops of various species of worm- 
wood, with angelica root. sweet flag root, the 
leaves of diptany of Crete, staranise fruit, 
and other aromatics and macersting these in 
alcohol,.. After soak for about eight days 
the compound is distilled, yielding an emer- 
ald-colored liquor, to which a proportion of 
an essential oil, usually that of anise, is 
added. 

Dr. Lancereaux in his report estimates that 
of twenty patients, ten are suffering alcoholic 
poison, tive from the use of absinthe and five 
from other intoxicants, He says it would be

Sixteém hun- 
dred miles up the river, just below where 
Forty Mile Creek joins the Yukon on a high 
table land overlooking the river, Fort Cud- 
They 
erected warehouses, a saw-mill, a free read- 


ing room,.a billiard hall, and many fine 
cabins. Supplies were immediately reduced 
0 per centin price, anda plentiful supply on 
hand. Flour went down from $24 to $i2a 
barrel, and everything else in proportion. 
The company has now invested $300,000 in 
steamers, buildings, and merchandise, the 
demand for which is outgrowing the supply 
This made more extensive prospecting pos- 
sible. Then for the.first time the immense 
extent and richness of the gold fields be- 
came known. 

Kvery year has witnessed new and rich 
discoveries, with a result that California 
has gone wild this spring, and a genuine 
stampede to the Yukon hasbegun. Juneau, 
a thriving town on the coast and the base 
of mining supplies there, is having to put up 
tents to accommodate the crowd. That 
this cannot continue, and, unless checked, 
must result in temporary damage to the 
country is patent when the conditions are 
considered. It is impossible to get more 
than limited supplies up the river at the 
present time owing to the laak of transpor- 
tation facilities. These, while ample for a 
steady growth, cannot take care of a stam- 
pede or a boom. Those going in over the 
mountains can only carry a few months’ 
supply at the most, and they must then rely 
on the trading posts for provisions to carry 
them. The hardships of a winter seven 
months long, the temperature running down 
to 8O degrees below zero, are not great to 
those who are well clathed, housed, and 
provisioned, for the air, like that of the 
great plains in the Northwest, east of the 
Rockies, is dry. Little snow falls, and in 
that region of intense cold wind storms are 
unknown. Otherwise life would be impos- 
sible there. To those who are not well pre- 
paged winter means awful suffering, per- 
haps death. Word has just been brought 
out that the Alaska Commercial company’s 
small steamer Arctic failed to reach the 
camps last fall with expected supplies, the 
result being that the thousand men who 
wintered there have been on short rations 
all winter, it being reported that there were 
only nine sacks of flour in all the camps. 
Those who are best informed say that the 
story is grossly exaggerated, for, while 
some camps might be short, the majority of 
them had ample provisions to carry them 
until July, when the first steamer goes up 
the river. There are also many caribou 
and moose in the country, which would fur- 
nish something to live on in a pinch.

Three hundred thousand dollars were taken 
out last year. Thirty-five thousand were 
taken from one claim alone in a place only 
306x100 feet, one clean-up being made of 1,100 
ounces. About 125 men work these claims, 
wazes being $10 per day, with whisky a dol- 
lar a glass, butter $1.50 a pound, potatoes $1 
a pound, and other things in proportion, 
payable in gold dust, the current money of 
the region. Every one on the Yukon carries 
a buckskin bag and a pair of gold scales. 
With $17 an ounce as the standard value 
change is quickly made. Supplies are car- 
ried in on the backs of miners and Indians 
and even dogs are pressed into service, a 
good dog carrying fifty pounds. “One hun- 
dred and seventy miles below Fort Cudahy 
Circle City was founded in 1894, and isa dis- 
tributing point for the great Birch Creek 
diggings, discovered in 18938, for which most 
of the new arrivals are heading. A town site 
was laid out'in which every one can havea 
lot by paying the recording fee of $2.50 and 
Already a flourishing lit- 
tle town has sprung up where many miners 
wintered the last two years.

Three men took out $63,000 on Birch Creek 
last summer, which they took to the mint in 
San Francisco and received credit for. When 
the Raetzler Mountains, in which Birch 
Creek heads, are explored: great quartz 
leads will undoubtedly be found. Owing to 
the dryness of the climate hydraulic mining 
is impossible in the gulches, and the mining 
has to be done with a pan or cradle, the only 
water available being the glacial drip. In 
this respect the country is a poor man’s 
paradise, for in the placer mines machinery 
can never take the place of muscle. Arrived 
at the diggings, the miner starts to prospect 
with a shovel and pan looking for “ color.”’ 
When he has found this in sufficient quan- 
tity to indicate that it will pay he strips off 
the glacial drift which lies over almost all 
this country to the depth of from four to six 
feet, until he comes to the pay streak. The 
first season’s work is usually spent in clear- 
ing off the ground so that he can get at the 
pay dirt, and it is not until the second year, 
and sometimes the third, that he makes a 
‘‘stake.”” Hundreds have become tired out 
with the hardships and with the slowness of 
which they got returns and left the country 
diegusted.

‘Question of Giving the Gentler Sex the 
Franchise Will Not Be Voted on Sep- 
arately When the Constitution Is Sub- 
mitted for Adoption=Though Repub- 
licans Are Now the Stronger the 
Democrats Count Upon Their Wives for 


Material Help. 

Salt Lake City, Utab, May 1.—[Special 
Correspondence; |—If the people of Utah, at 
the election this fall. adopt the Constitution 
prepared for them by their convention now 
in session, the incoming State will be among 
the pioneers in. granting , woman the 
full right of suffrage. This conven- 
tion, by a final overwhelming vote, 
has refused to submit the ques- 
~ . tion to the people in a separate article, and 
has injected into the body of the instrument 
the declaration that “the rights of the citi- 
gens of the State of Utah to'vote or hold 
office shall nut be denied or abridged on ac- 
count of sex. Both male and female citizens 
of this State shall equally enjoy ali civil, 
political, and religious rights and privileges. ’”’ 

Woman suffrage, however, will not be a 
_ mewthingin Utah. Its history in the Terri- 
tory is a phase of the battle that was waged 
by the people of the United States against 
the practice of polygamy, and its results were 
an ample testimony of the hold Mormonism 
had* taken on- the minds of the fol- 
lowers of ‘the .“‘prophet .of the lat- 
ter days.” The right of women to vote in 
the Territory dates as far back as 1870, when 
Congress was wrestling with the problem of 
polygainy and the Cullom and Cragin bills 
Were bejng considered. Congressman Julian 
of Indiana one day introduced a short bill, 
indorsed as au act to crush out the evil prac- 


tice. 


Hoped to Crush Polygamy, 

‘* What are its provisions?’ asked Delegate 
Hooper, who then represented Utah. 
“Jt is very short,” was the answer. ‘It 

“has only one section. That gives the votiag 


Power to women.” 
~ Atthat time it was the belief throughout 
the East, and to some extent in the Territory 
itself, that women were unwilling slaves to 
the palygamic system and endured it only 
because they had not the power to 
wipe it away. The Mormons, how. 
ever, had met this charge with the 
Gontértion that ‘the women as well as the men 
mecepted the doctrine as divinely revealed and 
would be loath to see it abandoned. Conse- 
quently Delegate Hooper promptly accepted’ 
the challenge conveyed by Julian and posted 
off to Utah, where he iaid the matter before 
Brigham Young and obtained his approval. 
- Before Congress could take action on any 
of the anti-polygamy measures the Mormon 
leaders. forestalied it. A mass-meeting of 
Mormon women in Salt “Lake City protested 
@yainst tho Congressiunal measures and al- 
most. - immediately thereafter the Legis- 
lature -passed a woman sbuffrage bill 
and the Governor, with considerable reluct- 
ance, gave it his approval. Wyoming, only a 
¢ew months before, had granted full suffrage 
tor vastly different reasons. Utah came near 
‘being the first. The result did _ not 
- justity the expectations that had been 
faised. No matter how contrary it 
might have been, and certainly was, to their 
natural feelings, the Mormon women simply 
yoted to sustain what they cpnsidered the 
sacred institutions. Instead of removing dif- 
ficulties in the path of the moral reformers 
who were fighting polygamy it sowed them 


. $hicker than ever, 


- The first election had hardly, passed before 
this wasseen. The anti-Mormon writers im- 
thediately took up the issue for repeal of the 
law. But the Mormon Legislatures were weil 
eontent to let it stand and Congress could not 
be aroused to action until the passage of the 
drastic Edmunds-Tucker act of 1887, which 

stripped the church of its property and laid 
its members under the heaviest liabilities for 
transgression of the laws. Ais part of the 
plan for crushing the church repeal of the 
woman suffrage act was ineluded in this law. 


Power Was Sweet.

It was net until the subject came before the 
cor$»ntion itself that un appreciable opposi- 
tién’ inanifested itself. Then it came from an 
unexpected quarter. B. H. Roberts, the pul- 
pit orator of the Mormon Church and one of 
its leading officials, supported by a son of one 
of the twelve aposties, undertoek to lead the 
opposition and, because of his peculiar posi- 
tion in the church. as well as of three great 
orations, succeeded in arousing all the latent 
-feeling that had necessarily given way to new 
conditions of harmony. | 
As a result of this sparks began to appear 
among the embers of the old religious war- 
fare and in the end feelings of bitterness be- 
tween the factions again became thoroughly 
froused. It seemed fora time that there was 
. to bea return to the old conditions, with the 
small Gentile element aligned against the 
overwhelming power of the Mormon Church. 
A majority ot the Republicans in the conven- 
tion took up the idea of separate submission 
and endeavored to push it threugh. But the 
‘Democrats held well togéther and were aided 
by enough of the Republican majority to 
hoid thé provision in. ! 

Beneath this collision between separate sub- 
mission and inciusion inthe body of the con- 
stitution there were two things working. In 

-the first place the agitation of Roberts sliowed 
the surprising fact that the Mormons are very 
much divided onthe question of woman suf- 
frage, aud that a goodly number of them 
would unite with the solid Gentile element in 
defeating it. With Roberts, the pulpit orator, 
jin the field against it, success would be more 
than doubtful. Sothe women did not dare 
make the trial. : | ’ 
It Has National Significance, 


But there is anotner consideration, more 
far reaching, in that it assumes a national 
‘phase and may largely result in determining 
“the political complexion of the United States 
Senate in the present Congress. The two 
“Utah Senators will probably take their seats 
in January or February of next yéar, as the 
Legislatures will be cailed in session for. tiieir 
eiectidn immediately after the President is- 
pues his proclamation declaring Statehood. 
"By political developments thus far the Re- 
Pubiicans would seein to have every chance 
ef gaining these two officers, as wel: as the 
control of the whole State. Even under the 
districting of the Territory by the last Con- 
‘gress for the constitutional ‘convention the 
‘R@publicans carried that body by a good ma- 
jority and were victorious oy the general 
_ticket by 1.800. In the convention: they 
have districted the .State for tha Legislature 
‘go that if the majorities hold good they will 
have almost two-thirds of the members. 
 Hewever, with suffrage inciuded in the Con. 
Stitution the women will have the right to 
Vote-at the firat State election this fall, and 
the Democrats are building their hopes high 
. ‘on this. They do not claim that the majority 
of the women are Democrats, but that women 
will vote very much as their husbands do at 
present and the peculiar conditions in Utah 
will make that result a benefit to them. 
".. Nor is the reason in this contention strained. 
ee great majority of Mormons have aiways 
“been Democrats, ¢o far as they have gone out- 
vide the limits of their church to enter into 
“secular politics. y were before they were 
-@riven from Illinois. Joseph Smith, their 
I het, and various of the 1 
‘glared for “ free trade and rs rights,” 
_ . (Bngham Yo who stands. second only to 
“Joseph Smith in the minds of the people, 
Democracy. ' 


... In the first 
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enakes so great a part of the Re- 
ublican.. strength, is composed very 
argely of miners in the various camps 
throughout the Territory, mostly single men, 
many young men without families, who 
have come west to'seek their fortunes. _-To 
this element. of course, woman suffrage 
brings but little additional strength. The 
farm vote, on the other hand, will be almost 
doubled, and with this the Democrats hope to 
sweep up to the mining camps and to Salt 
Lake, the opposition strongholds, and carry 
everything before m. 

There is a gruve fear among those who 
have most bitterly fought the Mormon lead- 
ersin the past that woman suffrage is but 
part of a scheme to perpetuate the power 
of the church in the State. It is claimed 
that the ambitious leaders have watched 
with great sorrow the growing independ- 
ence of the young men of the church, 
and. desire to give the women power 
in ofder that they may work on their re- 
ligious feelings and generous impulses, 
In times goue by the strong hold taken on the 
women by their religion was almost incredi- 
ble. It may be possible that there were 
‘women, queerly constituted, whose natural 
feelings did not rebel at the idea of polygamy. 
But they must have been scarce. So far as I 
have seen polygamous women they entered 
into the institution because they believed that 
in domg s0 they were obeying the will of God. 


Spell May Be Broken. 


The spell may have been broken by the era 
of liberal thought which has come upon Utah 
during the last five years. It probably has 
been to some extent. It was hardly possible 
that a release of the tension under which the 
people had been laboring would not produce 
such a reaction and reiapse into secularism. 
Still Mormonism is not dead. Perhaps far 
more than the men the women still believe 
they are followers of the true pepos of the 
latter days. They believe that Wilford Wood- 
run, the venerable President of the church, 
holds direct communion with God, ana by 
tne fundamental principles of their religion 
they are compelled to obey what he says. 
Should he arise next Sunday and prociaim 
that God commanded a returu’th polygamy 
there could be no dissent, and the trusting 
people, much as they might deplore it, would 
probably accept the command. — 

Under such conditions the great assurance 
that Utah will be free from religious control 
comes from the leaders themselves. They 
have repeatedly declared their intention to 
allow the people to choose their own political 
paths and to hold aloof trom the affairs of 
State. Should they prove true to this and the 
suspicions of the embittered ones prove un- 
founded, then woman suffrage offera no 
menace to any one. In fact the intelligence 
of the women—and they are intelligent—wiil 
make ita benefit. Butif the church leaders 
still desire power and are determined to use 
their ecclesiastical strength to obtain it, then 
woman suffrage may be their most potent 
weapon. Only the trial of full Statehood 
can settie the question. EvGenzg YOuNG.

“those imported nuisances,the English sparrows.” 
As a fact the house sparrow, although originally 
imported into this country from England, might 
just as well be called German or Dutch. They 
are really continental birds, and most- probably 
made their way across into England with the 
early Saxon settlers there. Why W. R. C. and-wu. 
H. S. take such contrary views in reiation to the 
sparrow is to be found in their different stand- 
points. The latter evidently prefersthe wild- 
ngss of nature, with its rich coloring of tirt 
aid sound, to the cultivation which marks the 
footsteps of man; while the former is attracted 
more by the human side of life, the beauties of 
which, although of a different kind, as being 
mental insteaa of physical, are equaily at- 
tractive and of a higher nature. The attractive- 
ness of the sparrow is to be found in its attach- 
ment toman resulting from its domesticity, a 
habit which can have been acquired only by as- 
sociation with man throu very many gonera- 
tions.

~ RECOLLECTIONS OF 
ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 


: By a.Pioneer 78 Yeau's Old. 


AME? EL “4D : 

Chicago, May 2.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]—- 
Your widely 1¢ead and reliable journal has for 
several Sundays contained very truthful! and in- 
teresting historical mattor relating’to Abraham 
Lincoln. furnished by your senior editor, that 
every student of history should study. 

Perhaps I may be able to add a fow more items 
to these reminiscences of that patriot and states- 
man, whose memory we all so much revere. 

y “ Recoliéctions ’ of Mr. Lincoln will be 
contined in the main to personal acquaintance 
with him that commenced at the mass-State con- 
vention heid at Peoria in June, 1844, during 
the Clay-Frelinghuysen-Polk-Dalias campaign. 
Mr. Lincoln was among the “big guns 
in the grand array of emipent states- 
men and eloquent speakers present on that 
occasion; a galaxy of bright particular stars in 


the constellation of talent and patriotism, ntm-, 


bering among them Gen. John J. Hardin, who 
afterwards fell at Buena Vista; Gen. Edward D. 
Baker. who gave up his life at Bull’s Bluff dur- 
ing the Rebellion; John T. Stewart, Stephen T. 
Logan, Jesso K. Dubois, U. F. Linder, O. H. 
Browning. Joseph Gillespie, Jackson Grimshaw, 
Archie Williams, Lisle Smith, and many others 
from Chicago, T. Lyle Dickey, Ben Bond, Martin 
P. Sweet, Richard Yates, Lincoln B. . Knowlton, 
Don Morrison, William H. Henderson, and a host 
of others that came up to this grand council in 
the interest of Clay and Frelinghuysen in this 
memorable campaign. In addition to these were 
Caleb B. Smith, Henry 8. Lane, and other promi- 
nent speakers from Indiana, then and since 
known to fame. Tom Cvurwin and Bel- 
amy Stores came from Obio -and from St. 
Louis came the eloquent Dr. E. C. McDowell, 
Ben Hardin and mdny other eloquent orators 
came from Kentucky. Among ail this brilliant 
array, cailed to address the convention during 
the two-day sessions, none attracted greater at- 
tention than Mr. Lincoln. The speakers from 
the other States were as a rule called upon the 
first day and evening, Corwin leading after the 
organization was completed, Ben Hardin follow- 
ing, then Lane of Indiana and Dr. McDowell of 
St. Louis, interspersed with singing campaign 
songs and instrumental music of the “Tippe- 
canoe’ order, that bad vroved so effective in 
1840, the words changed to suit the time and 
candidates, but largely the same tunes. Men. 
Hardin, who was then the member of Congress 
from the Springfield and Peoria district, led off, 
foiilowed by Baker, who that year was the candi- 
date to succeed him. The eloquent Knowlton of 
Peoria electrified the crowd by an inspiring ad- 
dress. 

itis amore my brightest recollections of that 
day when Mr. Lineoln was cailed out, He did 
not, on rising, show’his full heigbt; stood rather 
in a stooping posture, bis long-tailed coat hang- 
ingly looseiy round his body and limbs, descend- 
ing around and over an iil fitting pair of panta- 
loons that covered his not very symmetrical 
legs. He commenced his address in a very diffi- 
dent manner, even seemed for a while at a loss 
for words, His voice was irregular, a littie 
tremulous, as at first ho began his argument by 
stating his propesitions and laying dowu Ais 
premises. As he proceeded hs gained more ¢on- 
tidencé, he straitened up, his countenance bright- 
ened, Lis language became free and animated, 
as, during this time he had illustrated his arga- 
ments by two or three well-told stories that were 
loudly applauded by thousands of his audience 
that filled the great tent. Then he became elo- 
quent, carrying the swaying crowd at his will, 
who hailed bis forciblé argument with loud ap- 
plause. 

His subject—tariff, the exposition of the pro- 
tective system—the method of raising revenue 
by levying duties on foreign importanens, which 
at the same time would uiscriminate—give pro- 
tection to ~American industries. Mr. Lincoln 
spoke over one bour and his arguments. were 
unanswerable and raised him to the prondest 
heights that he had ever attained as a states- 
man, establishing his reputation as one of the 
most powerful political debaters in the country. 

It was a grand field day for Abraham Lincoln, 
showing that he had thoroughly mastered tho 
great questions then claiming tne attention of 
the American people. 

In 1846 he was nominated as the Whig candi- 
date for Congress from the Springfield and Peoria 
district and entered upon his canvass. There 
being no railroads at that time he traveled in his 
own conveyance. He. made two speeches in 
Marsiiall County, where at that time I resided, 
one at Lacon, the other on my father’s farm on 
the west side of the river. near the dividing line of 
Henry and Lafayette Precincts, in a grove that 

ave ample shade to a large audience. Mr. 
piel was in high spirits and had abundant 
material for discussion. In addition to the 
tariff and currency questions Texas was knock- 
ing for admission to the Union and the war with 
Mexico had been declared with the avowed 
object on the partof the South of extending 
slavery. 

Mr. Lincoln opposed this war, believing it 
waged in an unrighteous cause, the perpetuation 
of slavery overa wide domaiao. The issues be- 
tween the two parties were closely defined and 
he” was particularly happy and felicitous in his 
arguments on the points at issue, discussing 
every question to the eminent satisfaction of his 
audience. After athorough canvass of the dis- 
trict, during which he met his Democratic com- 
petitor, Mr. McDougal, many times in joint dis- 
cussion, he was elected and served his constita- 
ents most faithfuily, taking part in the Taylor- 
Fillmore campaign of 1845 ‘and the Scott and 
Pierce campaign of 1852, but devoting his time 
most assiduously to his law practice in the in- 
tervals between the campatgns. He took a lead- 
ing part in the organization of the Republican 
party at the B.oomington convention in 1854, 
in fact. was the moving spirit in calling to its 
councils the lead.ag men all over the state who 
were opposed to the Kansas-Nebraska bill. Only 
two State officials were to be elected that year, 
Auditor of Public Accounts and Stats Treasurer, 
and the candidates nominated by that conven- 
tion, Jesse K. Dubois and; James Miller, were 
elected mainiy by the able canvass made in 
their behalf by Mr. Lincoln, others assisting. 

In the stirring Fremont-Dayton, Buchanan- 
Lane campaiga of 1856 he took a must active 
part, as did Douglas for Buchanan, but the time 
was not set ripe for Republican success for 
the national ticket, but Bissell for. Governor and 
the whole Republican State ticket was elected. 

Stirring events followed soon after the inaugu- 
ration of Buchanan. He and Douglas quarreied 
—the Dred Scott decision followed. Lincolu was 
alert to the situation. He understood every 
phase, in his horoscopic view took in every 
change and move in the political horizon, and. 
fully equipped, entered the cumpaign of 1858. 
The people were with him. The Republican 
State convention met at Springfield, June 16, 
with a number of others a3 ardent Republicans 
as myself. I attended asa delegate from Mar- 
shall County. Political feeling was thoroughly 
aroused throughout the State, and counties away 
down in darkest Egypt. that had never senta 
delegate toa Whig or Kepublican convention, 
now sepentes with full delegations of live, wide- 
awake Republicans. 

Every county in the State was represegted. 
Men had actually made great sacrifices in fimo, 
money, and comfort to reach the State Capital. 
There were nearly 700 deiegates. These, with 
their aiternates and others who came as inter- 
ested spectators, made a peaceful invasion of 
Springfie!d, intent oniy on their country’s good 
by a change of men and measures. 

Two months before the Democratic State con- 
vention liad met and indorsed Douglas and his 
Kansas-Nebraska policy. The Senatorial suc- 
cession to Mr. Dougias absorbed every other 
pecsiee: question, and no one was thought of 

vut Mr. Lincoifi on the part ofthe Republicans. 
Cook, with its large dolegation, bore aioft a 
banner inscribed ‘‘Cook County for Abraham 
the 
streets, and When borne at the head of the dole. 
gation wp the main aisle of the State-House the 
convention rose to its feet and gave three cheers 
for its candidate. As soon as quiet was restored 
the following resolution was adopted by a rising 
vote: “ Resolved, That the Hon. Abranam Lin- 
colnis our first and only choice for United 
States Senate to succeed Stephen A. Dougias.” 

At the conclusion of the business of the con- 
vention it was announced that Mr. Lincoln would 
address the members and citizens of the State at 
the State-House in the evening. . 

The speech was-prepared with great care. 
Every paragraph and sentence carefully weiched. 
The firm, drock fouhbdation principles: the 
issues of the campaigu on which he proposed to 
fight the battles of his party and for the people 
were presented and were incontrovertible. 

No grander thoughts were ever uttered em- 
bodying statesmanship, divinity, law, and 
morals, and fraught with rophecy. He said in 
his most emphatic way: “It is truth, and the 
Nation is entitied to it."" 1 presume that every 
loyal citizen has read that speech. He was §in- 
troduced by the Hon. Gustavus A. Koerner, the 
Prosident of the convention, and rising to his 
full height he glanced over the audience, and 
with great improssiveness announced the great 
Bible truth: * A house divided againstitself can- 
not stand.”’ Ashe advanced in his argument he 
towered to his full stature. 

His audience applauded, and such was the en- 
thusiasm that at times he cou:d hardly proceed, 
the people were so wonderfully carried away by 
the force and power of his arguments. 

The few men and women now living®who heard 
that speech will remember the wonderful! trans- 
formation wroyght in Mr. Lincoln’s countenance, 
The plain,-homely man towered up majestically, 
his face warmed as with angelic fire, the long, 
bent, angular figure, like the strong oak of the 
forest, stood erect, and his eyes flashed with in- 
spiration. 

Coming to the conclusion of this grand address, 
in the closing paragraph he concentrated advice, 
admonition, a retrospect of the past, a forecast of 
the future, a prophecy of what has siuce been 
fulfilled. LIcannot do it justice by any descrip- 

. and the reader of tnese recollections will 
thank me for giving it place right here: 

“ Our cause, then, must be intrusted to and 
conducted by its own undoubted friends—those 
whose hands are free, whose hearts are in the 
work—who do care for the result. Two years ago 
the Republicans of the Nation [ referr to the 
Womont campaign) mustered .300,000 strong.

WHICH WERE THE DOLLARS OF THE 
DADDIES? 

In 1792 Congress passed a coinage law by 
which it created a double standard of gold 
and silver, the gold being put first. The 
double standard was based on the assumption 
that fifteen ounces of silver were the equivalent 
of one of gold, or that 24% grains of gold and 
3711 grains of silver were of equal value, 
As it was ascertained at a later day that the 
ratio of 15 to 1 aid not agree with the facts, 
in 1837 Congress desiring to adhere to the 
double standard changed the ratio to 16 to l. 
And thus it remained until 1873, when the 
single standard was adopted. 

Nominally there was a double stancard 
from 1792 to 1873. But what sort of money 
was provided for the people during that pe- 
riod, and what therefore was the actual mon- 
ey standard? What did the people use to pay 
their debts and make cheir purchases with? 
The following coinage statistics compiled by 
Tue TRIBUNE tell the story. These figures 
show which of the two metals it was the peo-

1873 there has been a single standard, but 
since 1878 more silver has been in use than 
in the old days of the double standard, when 


“the silver dollar was worth 108 cents and 


would not circulate, and, therefore, the cheaper 
100-cent gold dollar drove it out. That is 
the weakness of the double standard. If the 
two metals are not tied together so closely 
that they Jo not pull apart one is sure to 
get the better of the other. As they have 
equal debt-paying power the cheaper metal 
will be given the preference for that 
purpose and will drive the other out 
as gold did silver. The only way 
to prevent that and keep both in circulation 
isforthe government to guarantee that the 
coins of the cheaper meta! shail be redeemed 
in the other if desired and thus kept at a par- 
ity. Whethera government can give sucha 
guarantee with safety depeads on the number 
of coins and the extent of the divergence in 
values. This government will not guarantee 
to redeem innumerable 50-cent silver dollars 
in gold dollars, and if it permitted the for. 
mer to be coined without a guarantee all the 
gold would disappear at once. 


A SOUND, CONSERVATIVE POLICY,

THE HORSELESS AGE. 
Of a total number of 11,030 miles of Amer- 


ican street railways more than 5,750 are pro- 
pelled by mechanical power. At the usual 
rate of ten horses to each car in use the trol- 
ley end other mechanical devices have thrown 
some 110,000 horses out of employment, a 
number 20,000 greater than that now em- 
ployed by street car companies in the United 
States. More than half the eighty street rail- 
way lines now in couree of construction con- 
template the employment of other than ani- 
mal power. Five years more and horse cars 
will be a curiosity in any “but the smallest 
towns and villages of America.

Paris, and one of the best known and richest 
firmsin New York begins this month the 
manufacture of horseless passenger coaches 
for pleasure and street traffic ‘‘ capable of at- 
taining and surpassing the average horse’s 
The speed can be regulated while in 
motion and changed to any oneof several 
rates from three and one-half to fourteen 
miles per hour, Itis'to be able to overcome 
grades of ten or twelve feet in the hundred 
without trouble, ana the cost is estimated at 
one cent per horse-power per hour. A firm 
in Des Moines is manufacturing an electrical- 
ly propelHed carriage on which its inventor 
claims a hundred and eighty miles can be 
made at a stretch without recharging. Sever- 
al other firma already have taken up the man- 
ufacture of horseless carriages. 

It is considered certain that the electric 
carriage will displace all the rest. It now is 
built so light that one to carry four persons 
weighs less than seven hundred pounds when 
completely eguipped. It is under perfect 
control, even by a child, is noiseless, and 
free from dirt, oil, or dangerous machinery. 
The only drawback is that its accumulators 
have to be recharged at freqivfent intervals 
when’ the carriage is in use, but this 
can be done at any electrical establishment, 
while the traveler is asleep at the hotel, and 
doubtless the call for their services would 
stimulate the construction of works at all 
convenient points where the accumulutors 
could be charged at any hour of the day and 
night. Itis thought not impossible that in 
the near future we shall have power wires 
strung along our roads to which any one can 
hitch his electric carriage for travel in apy 
direction. 

The driving of the horse from the streets of 
our great cities will be a welcome change, as 
the animal is a cause of much disease and un- 
sanitary conditions. Of course the services of 
the horse never will be entirely abandoned. 
He will be wanted for work on the farm and 
for transportation in the rural-districts, espe- 
cially where the majority of the farmers 
favor the retention of bad roads. Also the 
carriage horse will have friends aff admirers, 
an@ may be the only kind of horse that 
itis thought it will pay to breed. Already 
prices for horses have declined greatly and 
are still on the down grade, though the breed- 
mg of ordinary horses received a deciied 
check last year. The riding school and the 
livery stable donot pay as they used to do 
before the bicycle became popular, and the 
bicycle is becoming more popular than ever, 
while the electric carriage is coming into 
favor. So the plug horse is dead, 
and only the nobler animal will prove 
himself the fittest to survive. The 
United States Consul at Brunswick reports 
that Europe is yearning for American horse- 
flesh in lieu of the prohibited beef and the in- 
dexed hog, This may be thought to open a 
new use for our horses, but a Chicago packer 
has been interviewed on the subject and inti- 
mates a decided conviction that “it will not 
pay,” the ordinary horse having but a 
small quantity of flesh in comparison with 
an equal live weight of cow or hog. So 
the plug horse may not have even ihis 
poor apology for a short-lived  exist- 
ence, But the prospect held out by Mr. 
Fischer is none the less attractive for that. 
He says the cabman and liveryman of the 
future will drive.and ktep for hire motor car- 
riages, promising better profits and involving 
less risk than those of the present, the busi- 
ness of the expressman and truckman will be 
reorganized ona broader and more humane 
basis, our cities will be healthier, their sub- 
urbs mure accessible, and the horseless vehicle 
will be a genuine boon to civilization,

The gambling race tracks at Hawthorne 


and Roby are now enjoying the blessings of 
free competition. They have not been able 
to form a trust, to * pool their issues,’”’ or to 
make a friendly division of territory. They

The gaming- 
houses used to have free lunches occasionally, 
So should Hawthorne, It should also furnish 
free transportation. Probably it will, as the 
fight waxes warmer. 

Not content with carrying on war in ac- 
cordance with fhe methods of commercial 
antagonists the managers of the two tracks 
are utilizing laws each of them is violating 
for the purpose of punishing the other fel- 
lows. Roby swears out warrants against 
Hawthorne and Hawthorne against Roby. 
It is rather amusing to witness the pot and 
kettle on different sides of the State line call- 
ing one another black. 

The more of this kind of business the 
gamblers do the more money will they spend 
and the more will they injure one anether, 
Thatis good. But itis not quite in accord- 
ance with the proprieties that the task of 
prosecuting the offenders at Hawthorne, 
which is within the jurisdiction of I[llinois, 
should be neglected by those whose duty it 
is to undertake it. The law against pool- 
selling was not passed in order that one set 
of gainblers might annoy another set. There 
are town and county officers whose duty it 
is to see that that law is not violated with 
impunity. And, if they fail therein, organi- 
zations of public-spirited citizens should take 
the matter in hand -and deal with the pool- 
sellers who are plying their lawless trade as 
they deserve to be dealt with. 

Prosecutions prompted by the ill will of 
rival gamblers have for their object simply 
forcing an adversary to terms so that the busi- 
ness of plundering the community may be 
carried on peacefully and harmoniously. 
Such prosecutions will be dropped the min- 
ute they have answered their purpose. There- 
fore it is the desire of honest people that the 
enforcement of the laws be attended to by 
the duly constituted authorities or by citizens 
whose hands are clean and whose motives are 
good, 


WONDERFUL PROGRESS OF BULGARIA. 

The New York Evening Post prints an ex- 
tremely interesting statement of the success 
which has followed the experiment of self- 
rovernment in Bulgaria during the last seven- 
teen years. At the time antonomy was granted 
Bulgaria by the European powers it was a na- 
tion of comparatively illiterate peasants who, 
besides, had no political knowledge or experi- 
ence and no leaders, and yet were granted 
parliamentary government and manhood suf. 
frage. The ruler they chose was a young man 
of 22 also without experience and they had 
no army with which to defend themselves 
against neighbors who were hostile to them. 
In spite of all these obstacles and not- 
withstanding the abduction of their 
ruler and the choice of an _ inferior 
successor, the desertion of the country by 
many of its best citizens and a political 
record filled with plots, conspiracies, and as- 
sassinations, Bulgaria bas made wonderful 
progress. Its territory has been increased 
one-third by the addition of the province of 
East Rumelia, At the end of the first eleven 
years its receipts exceeded its expenditures 
by $6,500,000, and in this period it equipped 
its army, paid for the war with Servia, built 
railroads, established a national bank, and re- 
duced its debt so that it now amounts to only 
a year and ahalf’s revenue. In the last six 
years the Bulgarians have added over a mill- 
ion acres to their wheatfields, vineyards, and 
market gardens, and have rebuilt their towns. 
Five-sevenths of the people are small farmers, 
and while none of them are very rich none of 
them are very poor, As to education, the 
Post says: 

The annual appropriation for public instrue- 
tion by the Sobranje is nearly a tenth of the 
whole budget. Though this apparently includes 
the salaries of the clergy it excludes the sums 
voted by the separate municipalities for educa- 
tional purposes. In a country where no one, 
young or old, can afford to be idle education is 
compulsory upon children between the ages of 8 
and 12; and the cleanest cottage in the village, 
the handsomest building in the town, 
according to the testimony of a _ recent 
travoler, is the schoolhouse. But this 
munificence is not confined to the children of 
their own citizens. Witha keen farsightedness, 
as well as a fraternal generosity, for which it 
cannot be praised too highly, the Sobranje in 
1890 appropriated $600,000 for the support of 
Bulgarian schools in the Turkish province of 
Macedonia. Characteristic, too, of this enlight- 
ened spirit, which is the hope of Bulgaria today, 
is the fact that when Eastern Rumelia gave up 
its independent existence, the municipality of 
Philippopolis, the capital, changed the Parlia- 
ment House into a public library. 

The peasant state of Bulgaria deserves the 


highest credit for the progress it has made 
towards civilization, considering the utter illit- 
eracy and political ignorance of its people 
previous to their liberation from Turkish 
cruelty and misrule. Theexample of Bul- 
garia shows that the Russian people them- 
selves, being of the same Slavic race and 
ethical character, could safely be admitted to 
a large measure of parliamentary self-govern- 
ment and allowed a voice in their political af- 
fairs. It is clearly evident there is no political 
necessity why the Russian Government should 
remain an absolutism and its people mere 
ciphers. Had the young Czar shown himself 
in sympathy with modern progress and with 
the desire of his people ty giving them a rep- 
resentative form of government instead of 
inaugurating his reign by declaring his un- 
alterable resolve to maintain an autocracy, 
it would have been better for his country and 
for himself. By taking the stand he has and 
stubbornly resisting the political drift of the 
people the world over towards a liberal form 
of government he will only encourage ni- 
hilism and increase its ranks and its activity. 
The propaganda will continue to increase and 
it will be encouraged by the republican senti- 
ment in other European nations. A _ repre- 
sentative government is the inevitable out- 
come for Russia and the Czar would have 
been a wise and farseeing ruler had he recog- 
nized this fact. 


THE WABBLING OF THE EARTH, 

Prof. John K. Rees, astronomer to Colum 
bia College, in a recent lecture to the students 
of that institution, announced that the earth 
is wabbling about in a very eccentric man- 
ner, The knowledge that the earth wabbles, 
it appears, is not a matter of recent dis- 
covery, but if Prof. Rees’ statements are cor- 
rect it has for the first time been caught in 
the act of wabbling. Prof. Rees and Sig. 
Fergola of the Royal Italian Observatory 
have been playing detective and they have 
caught this disreputable old planet at its 
tricky business. It is nota very bad wabble 
It reminds one of the late Col, Graham’s 
discovery that. there was a tide in Lake 
Michigan amounting to a fraction of an inch 
in a considerable number of years. It is a 
wabbie at most of about fifty feet, but this 
is sufficient to keep the parallels of latitude 
busy shifting about te keep themselves in due 
position to the North Pole, which instead of 
being a permanent institumon is also wab- 
bluig to keep up with the eccentricities of the 


globe itself, For instance itis asserted that 5

That it 
sticks to the skewer run through ij and only 
gets fifty feet out of plumb is creditable to its 
power of resisting tethptation, and that its 
parallels are not strained to the breaking 
point showdthat the hoops have been fastened 
to the barrel in a workmanlike manner. 
When it comes to the causes of this wabbling 
the astronomers disagree, as they usually do 
an any given subject connected with their un- 
certain science. One astronomer is sure that 
the wabbling is due to the variation of weights 
on the earth’s surface, in turn due to the move- 
ment of ice and water, Another finds it due 
to changes in the center of the globe, séme-. 
thing like tides of the molten interior caused 
by the attraction of the moon, something ap- 
parentiy like colic in the human iaterior, 
which causes wabbling. Still another has 
decided that changes in latitude are the sum 
of two periodic fluctuations superimposed on 
each other, one having a period of 427 days 
with a wabbling arca of 12 feet, the other 
having a period of a year with a wabbling 
area of from 4 to 20 feet, the one wabbling 


in a circle, the other in an elongated ellipse, . 


As it will take several years to test these 
various hypotheses, and after the tests are all 
made it will be found that the astronomers 
wabble worse than the earth itself, Tux 
Trispuye would timidly inquire whether the 
wabbiing of the earth is not due in large part 
to the eccentric conduct of its inhabitants. 
How can it be possible for a planet which hus 
auy sense of humor or of the eternal fitness 
of things to keep its gravity and travel its 
orbit decorously when it beholds the antics of 
those who are whirling round with it? There 
never was a time in the history of this vener- 
able planet when its people were wabbling 
worse than now. The last remnant of a per- 
sonal axis is gone. The human parallels no 
longer hold the individual within Uounds. 
The force of human gravity is deranged, and 
people alleged to be sensible are quite as 
often found on their heads as their feet. 
When the man up a tree. seriously 
considers the mad chase of the free 
silver lunatics after fifty cent dollars, 
the antics of clergymen wabbling away from 
the old-time doctrines, the wild hunt of the 
female world for the millennium which Susan 
B. and Mary Yellen have promised it, the 
rush for big sleeves, bronze nudities, 
bloomers and knickerbockers, the wild 
assaults of devoted women upon  blasé 
artists, the chasing of the fads of 
Ibsen and Maeterlinck and Trilby, the wor-

Some day, perhaps, some 
blessed day in the far hereatter, men and 
women will come back to first principles and 
cease to wabble, and, encouraged by the spec. 
tacle, the earth itself will go round its axis in

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THE WEEK AT THE THEATERS. } 
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ME. REJANE, who, with her 

company from the Vaudeville 

Theater of Paris, opens at the 

Columbia tomorrow night for an 

engagement of one week, is es- 

Sentially a comedienne, and 
therefore occupies a plane different from 
that of such well-known French artists as 
the Bernhardt and Mile. Hading. She ap- 
pears in the title rdle of ‘‘Mme. Sans-Géne,”’ 
Sardou'’s Napoleonic drama, which brought 
her into marked prominence when first pro- 
duced in Paris two years ago, and has since 
won her an international reputation. Lon- 
den, New York, and New Orleans have been 
before Chicago in seeing her in the part of 
the laundress-Duchess, a rdle which M. Sar- 
dou designed with a view to the talent and 
temperament of this particular actres. 
Mme. Rejané and her company act of course 
in their native tongue. In the East they 
had to.compete with an English company 
organized by Mr. Augustus Pitou, which 
presented \a translation of “‘Mme. Sans- 
Géne.”’ In. the compaiiy at the Columbia 
this week,’ which is under the direction of 
the Abbey firm, Chicas:vans will see the 
organization which appeared in Paris and 
London, headed by the original and partic- 
ulur star, Mme, Rejane 

Mme. Rejane is in\private life Mme. Porel 
and is the wife of a well-known French actor 
and manager. She was born thirty-five 
years ago and her maiden name was Reju. 
Gabrielle's father was an unsuccessful play- 
er who becume toward the end of his life a 
ticket-taker at the Ambigu. Thus it hap- 
pened that the child was brought into con- 
tact with theatrical folk. ANhough very 
poor Gabrielle, after her father’s death, got 
together sufficient money to take a course 
of lessons from Regnier, who showed a lik- 
ing for the girl, though she was exceedingly 
plain in those days, and had her admitted 
into the Conservatory. On the day of her 
first examination the board, which included 
the professors and a special jury, laughed 
outright at her appearance and M,. Thierry, 
an ex-manager of the Comédie, told Regnier 
that his protégé could not possibly be re- 
tained. Regnier, however, was obstinate, 
and in a couple of years Gabrielle was award- 
ed a prize and secured a small engagement 
at the Vaudeville. She remained there six 
years, went thence to Varietes, and later on 
to the Ambigu and the Palais Royal, slowly 
but surely gaining ground, until good fort- 
une threw into her way Sardou’s “* Mme, 
Sanes-Géne.”’ 

The play of ‘“‘Sans-Géne”’ deals with 
the days of the First Napoleon, a period 
which of late has been exciting al- 
most as great an interest in America as in 
France. The fact that Catherine (the part 
played by Mme. Rejane), in spite of her in- 
troduction as a historical or semi-histori- 
C@emersonage, is almost entirely a creature 
of fiction, does not detract in the least from 
her value as a theatrical figure, or asa tpye. 
The important point is that she is thorough- 
ly fresh, original, and human, and even if 
her personality be largely that of Mme. 
Rejane herself, as there is éyery reason to 
suspect, that is only an additional proof of 
M. Sardou’s cleverness in framing a part to 
provide free scope for the most striking abil- 
ities and characteristics of a particular per- 
former. Not that Mme. Rejane stands in 
any need of the services of an adroit dra- 
matic tailor. She is conceded to be an act- 
ress of practiced skill and fine intelligence 
a rich vein of broad comedy in her disposi- 
tion, and a considerable command over the 
more serious emotions, althoug” Chicago 
will not see herina serious piece. -Physical- 
ly she is peculiarly well adapted to the part 
of this vivacious, audacious, honest, unpol- 
ished, but not unwomanly laundress. Her 
large and flexible mouth, small but clearly 
cut nose, with its suggestion of alertness 
and pugnacity, her frank and merry eyes, 
well-poised head and plump, trim figure pre- 
sent in comin cation a piquant and attrac:- 
ive stage pi The conspicuous meric 
of her performance of Catherine is.said to he 
its naturalness. The character is nota diffi- 
cult one to play effectively, being full of op- 
portunities by which it is easy to provoke 
inconsiderate laughter; but it offers, also, 


great temptation to the spirit of exagger:- 


tion, and to this temptation, except in one 
or two instances, Mme. Rejane does not 
yield. All the broad humor of the dialogne 
and situations, and some of it comes perii- 
ously. near to indecorum, she illustrates 
freely in speech and.a@tion;: but in nearly all 
things she observes an artistic restraint 
and moderation which keep the character- 
— well within the lines of broad com- 
edy. 

“Mme. Sans-Géne”" will hold the boards 
every night, except Saturday, and at two 
matinées. The exception will be Saturday 
night, the last of the engagement, when the 
bill will be Meilhac’s comedy, *‘ Ma Cou- 
sine,"’ which was written expressly for this 
actress, 

First in the large company which supports 
Mme. Rejane is M. Duquesne, whose Napo- 
leon is described to be a notable piece of 
work, really suggestive of the brain and will 
power belonging to that phenomenal indi- 
viduality. M. Candé takes the part of the 
bluff soldier Lefebvre, who marries the her- 
oine laundress; M. Gildes takes the next im- 
portant part, that of Fouche; and M. Maury 
assumes the role of a dashing Austrian offi- 
cer, De Neipperg, who will be remembered 
by readers of Napoleon's story as the man 
who succeeded the Emperor in the affec- 
tions of Marie Louise. The cast in its en- 
tirety is a lengthy one. The production is 
under the supervision of Mme. Rejane’s hus- 
band and manager, M. Porel. 
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If the managers of the Chicago theaters 
who have consumed a great part of their 
spare time recently bewailing the shortcom? 
ings of the spring season from the point of 
view of their box office statements had vis- 
ited Hooley’s any evening during the last 
week they would have been confronted with 
a flat contradiction to the suspicion that 
Chicago audiences are becoming disloyal to 
their play-houses. Mr. Nat Goodwin was 
the attraction, and during the week he re- 
vived two of his best plays and one of the 
successes of earlier and less-requiring days 
before assemblages which every evening 
packed the theater. The managers whose 
houses were not so well filled may reflect at 
their leisure and seek foran explanation. It 
is not that the public is willing to discrimi- 
nate in favor of Hooley’s, for at times that 
house has been nearly empty with the réest; 
it is because the people who enjoy dramatic 
amusement demand something higher and 
better than the tawdry melodrama and 
senseless farce which have been set down 
before them, with few important exceptions, 
during the last four months. Three or four 
melodramas have come to Chicago heralded 
by accounts of protracted New York runs 
and have failed to attract even passing at- 
tention. The reason is not that play-goers 
have purposely slighted the theaters either 
on account of hard times or prejudice, but 
that the plays have generally beén so feeble 
in subject matter and so rickety in construc- 
tion that they have been an insult to intelli- 
gence and good taste. 

Local audiences have often demonstrated 
that they prefer a dramatic diet to such un- 
appetizing dishes. The fact that a play exists 
100 nights in a New York theater gives it lit- 
tle recommendation in this-city in the light 
of recent distressing failures. It proves 
that a different taste rules in Chicago, and 
that here the line of discrimination is more 
closely drawn. The names of our best 
theaters should be a sufficient trade mark 
for the material they offer. The fact that a 
play is accepted by the management of 
Hooley’s, the Columbia, or McVicker’s 
should be a guarantee of its worth, and if 
the theaters fail in their duty to their pa- 


,, trons they cannot complain if they forfeit 


the confidence of the public. The best of 
managers fail in their judgment at times, 
and the field for their choice at this time in 
the season is limited. But the responsibility 
does not lie with the play-goers. They 
demonstrated at Hooley’s last week that 
they are ready and willing to patronize the 
theaters -when the theaters deserve their 
patronage. 


ROMANTIC DRAMA AT THE SCHILLER, 


Messrs. Warde and James to Present This 
Evening “ Francesca da Rimini.” 
The return of Mr. Henry Warde and Mr. 


Louis James to the Schiller this evening ’ 


will inaugurate another short season of ro- 
mantic drama, during which a revival of 
George H. Boker’s poetic play “ Francesca 
da Rimini” will claim first interest. Its 
last representation in Chicago took place 
late in the career of Mr. Lawrence Barrett, 
who regarded the role of Lanciotto, the 
hunchback Prince, as one of the most ef- 
fective in his repertory. Mr. Warde is now 
his su r in the part and Mr. James, 
who appeared as Beppo Pepe, the jester, in 
the Barrett production retains his old rdéle.

After their appearances at Hooley’s dur- 
ing the next two weeks Mr. and Mrs. Ken- 
dal will be seen no more on the local stage. 
The statement does not mean that their 
retirement from the theatrical field in 
America will be for the next few years, 
but that when they return to England after 
a few weeks it will be foralltime. In many 
quarters a prejudice against the Kendals, 
arising, it may be surmised, from Mrs. Ken- 
dal’s personation of Mrs. Tanqueray and her 
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vehement and often-repeated defense of the 
character as she conceives it, seems to 
have arisen in the minds of theater-goers.

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The Central Art’ Association held its an- 
nual meeting at the Art Institute Wednes- 
day. The attendance was not large, but the 
reports, addresses, and letters read from dif- 
ferent leagues kept up a lively interest and 
awakened the most sanguine hopes for the 
coming year. The work carried on by the 
Central Art Association is doing more for the 
furthering of American art in the West than 
any other one force. The Art Institute is 
developing more and more in all its varied 
branches, and its importance is immense. 
Still its field is naturally limited. The work 
of the Central Association is spread over 
all the West. This is its field. It has its 
center in Chicago, and through leagues 
formed in the different cities and towns con- 
nects itself with the people. By lectures, 
literature, and exhibitions of American art 
it is awakening an enormous interest in the 
study and appreciation of the arts of paint- 
ing and sculpture. The Arts, a monthly 
illustrated magazine, is its organ, and 
through its columns the general literature 
on art topics, and study courses on foreign 
art under Lorado Taft, and American art, 
under the leadership of A. T. Van Lear, are 
advanced. An idea of the scope of these 
study courses may be gained by knowing 
that in the State of Kansas alone seventy- 
two leagues have been at work all winter 
on French and American art. on lines this 
laid down. In all not less than 10,000 inter- 
ested readers have used these study courses 
this last season, 

A course of five lectures were given under 
the auspices of the association at the Ar- 
mour Institute and two pamphlets by the 
“Critical Triumvirate’’ have been issued 
this year, one, ‘‘ Impressions of Impression- 
ism,”’ the other, *“‘ The Hoosier Painters "— 
running criticisms onathe fall exhibition at 
the institute and on the exhibition of the 
‘‘Indianapolis Group” at Mr. Taft's stu- 
dio.. The artists are heartily in sympathy 
with the whole movement, for it gives them 
an opportunity to send their pictures out, 
thus increasing their usefulness, their repu- 
tation, and chances of sales. Many of the 
Eastern artists are seeing the importance 
of the work and such men as William M., 
Chase, D. W. Tryon, R. 8. Gifford, Lungren 
Benson of Boston, Robinson and Vonnot of 
Philadelphia, and many others are connect- 
ing themselves with these exhibitions. 

It must be understood that the work of 
the association is disassociated from money- 
making ‘and there are no paid officers. There 
is no percentage on sales and the artist gets 
the full selling price. What the association 
wants to do is to make it easier for the ar- 
tist and public ¢o find each other, and, as it 
says: “It is organized for the purpose of 
promoting the art interests of the country 
throuzh the encouragement of original 
American art among the artists and the 
extension of art education among the peo- 
ple.” Such a work any art lover or art 
patron can well afford to join and assist. 
The membership is increasing fast, a league 
from Minneapolis with 300 members joined 
last week and the several women’s clubs of 
Chicago will become auxiliaries. Letters 
were read at the meeting from Lima, O., 
La Porte. Ind., Cedar Rapids, la., Adrian, 
Mich., Oshkosh, Wis., Spokane, Wash., Kan- 
sas City and Kirkwood, Mo., and Mount 
Carroll, Ill., which give a realizing sense of 
what has already been done and the vast 
field to be developed. 

The association has held some important 
exhibitions this winter. The ‘‘ Hoosiers ” 
and F. Reaugh’s Texas pictures were on 
view in Chicago. Then Madison, La Crosse, 
and Janesville, Wis.; Minneapolis, Minn.; 
Memphis, Tenn.; Lincoln, Neb.; Topeka, 
Kas.: and Aurora and Jacksonville, LL., 
have all had exhibitions varying from forty 
to 150 pictures each. These exhibitions have 
been enormously effective and have given 
these cities pictures at a cost which covers 
the expense of boxing, transportation, and 
insurance, which’ they could never have 
had under ordinary circumstances. 

The whole work is practical and self-sup- 
porting and is developing good am among 
the people in a way that did not seem possi- 
ble even one year ago. This summer dates 
and arrangements will be perfected for a 
regular exhibition circuit, taking in such 
cities as Cleveland, Indianapolis, Minneap- 
olis, and probably Kansas City and Omaha. 
The endeavor will be to make these exhi- 
hitions up to date and characteristic of the 
best phases of American art. 

The salons of Paris this year include some 
old Art Institute pupils—Miss Carrie L. 
Brooks is received with a bust of W. L. 
Dodge, who decorated the dome of the Ad- 
ministration Building. A member of the 
jury spoke highly of it and complimented 
Miss Brooks personally on. the modeling. 
I'red D. Marsh is represented by two pict- 
ures and Miss Randall, Miss Menzler, and 
Mrs. Edgar Cameron are also included 
among the painters. This speaks well for 
the Chicago colony in Paris, for the stand- 
ard is higher than usual this year. Henry 
S. Todd of St. Louis, a young painter of dis- 
tinct merit, sends to the salon a full-length 
portrait of Miss Carrie L. Brooks, the sculp- 
tor. The pose is simple and original, the 
likeness is zood, and the costume of mackin- 
tcsh and white Tam-o-Shanter is effective. 
Miss Brooks is going to sit later for F. 8. 
Bridgman, who in turn will be Miss Brooks’ 
model for a portrait bust. Her work in the 
Carlorosso schools has been highly praised 
and she is studying now with Macmonies in 
the Merson Atelier.

WHEN LONG JOHN WAS IN POLITICS, 


Letters to a Friend Showing He Was Con- 
stantly on the Alert, 

A. 8S. Hubbard, Secretary and Librarian 
of the California Historical Society at San 
Francisco, recently ran across some of the 
correspondence of his father, Dr. Theodore 
Hubbard, and in it found some letters to the 
latter from John Wentworth, known to fame 
as “‘Long John.’’ They were ‘old letters 
and written when Mr. Wentworth was in 
his political prime, and are interesting from: 
the fact that they show that politics in the 
’40s was mutch the Same as now—patronage 
cut @ large figure. They also bring to the 
surface names of men that have not been 
heard for yedrs. Dr. Hubbard was a pioneer 
citizen of Chicago, arriving there May 21, 
1836. He died here Feb. 1, 1873. He wasa 
member of the first four Democratic politic- 
al conve ntions which met in the Northwest- 
ern District of Illinois, and was a close friend 
of Mr. Wentworth. When Du Page County 
was divided from Cook County Dr. Hub- 
bard was made a Commissioner of the for- 
mer in the early 40’s. He was subsequently 
appointed Postmaster of what is now Glen 
Ellyn by President Polk May 15, 1844, a po- 
sition which was then regarded asa place of 
honor (even though of Ittle profit), and held 
it for a period of five years, after which he 
returned to Chicago, where he resided until 
his death. The letters are as follows: 

Troy, N. Y¥., March 20, 1845.—Dear Sir: I am so 
far on my way home and am waiting for the equi- 
noctial storm to be over on the lakes. In addition 
to getting you a postaffice I have at last got you 
the long-desired mail route via your place and St. 
Charles. The law compels the route to go into op- 
eration by July, if there are funds sufficient. This 
is no unimportant matter to your people. There 
were not enough offices to go around at Washing- 
ton, and some must be disappointed and perhaps 
blame me. You will see a great many people from 
St. Charles, Sycamore, etc., and you can do me 
much good by explaining what I have done in these 
matters. Besides, 1 have got a route from St. 
Charles via Genoa to Rockford. I have found it 
impossible to get one man in ten an office who 
wants it. But, so far as Congress business is con- 
cerned, I have had excellent luck. 

As always before, Chicago will be the hotbed of 
opposition to me. That city alone has officers 
enough to serve all the United States; but there 
are others besides.Chicago people ‘who want of- 
fice. Please keep matters right for me until I have 
time to see you. 

I have been considerably troubled about the St. 
Charles Postoffice, and had at last to do as was 
done in the Baltimore convention—viz.: take up a 
new man. 

Do what you can for the Chicago Democrat. As 
you are not thirty miles from Chicago your post- 
age will be free for papers from Chicago after 
July 1 next. They have got a paper called the 
Democratic Advocate, which is only a Whig pa- 
per in disguise, a sort of bolters’ organ; headed by 
Judge Smith & Co. Yours truly,

MAKING WAR ON THE DANDELIONS, 


Spring Campaign Now in Active Progress 
in West Side Parks. 

The authorities who look after the big 
popular breathing spaces on the West Side 
are beginning to mobilizd their forces for 
war on the dandelion. One of the first things 
which strike a stranger at Humboldt and 
Garfield Parks is the dandelions, There are 
thousands of them winking at each other all 
over those broad green swards. 

During the dandelion season, which ex- 
tends from early’ in May until well along 
into the fall, there are acres and acres of 
them over there. Early in the year they are 
all of about the same size and produce a 
pretty effect, converting the parks into a 
veritable field of the cloth of gold. The park 
gardeners are not poetical or sentimental, 
however, when it comes to the dandelion, 
They regard it as an unmitigated nuisance 
and make it a part of their business to ex- 
terminate these cheerful little round-faced 
chaps root and leaf. 

As spring advances the flowers begin to 
vary in size, the early crop growing old and 
new flowers coming on. Whatever its faults 
may be, the dandelion shows zealous obéed- 
ience to the divine injunction to increase and 
multiply. By the middle of July the mem- 
bers of the great dandelion colony range 
through all the seven ages from the budding 
infant just pushing his shining morning face 
up through the dewy grass blades to the 


hoary-headed patriarch who smiles down. 


benignantly upon these yellow-headed 
youngsters clustered about his feet. 
Dandelions have not obtained much foot- 
hold in Lincoln Park or in the parks of the 
South Side, but they find the soil of the West 
Division precisely to their liking. They have 
the vitality of a cat and the serene pugnacity 
of a prize-fighter. No matter what you do 
to them—short of absolute annihilation— 
they come up smiling, ready for an indefinite 
number of further rounds.

were disinterred and taken to the North Side 
cemetery, which was located about where 
the pumping station now stands at the foot 
of Chicago avenue. Even here, however, 
they were not. destined to rest in peace, for 
in 1842 they were again brought to the sur- 
face and reburied in the Lincoln Park ceme- 
tery, from which they were later removed to 
Graceland, where they are now resting. In 
1S32 there was a little burial-ground at the 
northwest corner of what is now Lake street 
and Wabash avenue, and on this spot the 
soldiers who died of cholera‘that year were 
interred, Quite a number of the dead in 
those days were buried along the banks of 
both branches of the river, and for some 
years prior to the war it frequently hap- 
pened that moldering coffins and skeletons 
were exhumed by excavators, and the 
identity of these graves was never known. 

It was in the summer of 1835 that the of- 
ficial surveyor of the pioneer town was ord- 
ered to-select and survey at least two pieces 
of ground that could be used for cemetery 
purposes, one of them to be'situated on the 
South Side of the city dnd the other on the 
North. The former was to have an area of 
sixteen acres and the latter ten acres. 

In those days the West Side was but little 
thought of for any purpose, as the land was 
low and marshy. The two tracts selected 
Lecame the first established cemeteries, and 
one was located at what is now Twenty- 
third street and the lake and the other at 
what is now Chicago avenue and the lake. 
The moment these grounds were dedicated 
to public use interments were prohibited 
elsewhere within the limits of the town. In 
1842 the South Side cemetery was abandoned 
and the bodies that had been buried there 
were removed five years later to the Lincoln 
Park ground by order of the city authorities. 
This new tract contained 3,186 burial lots 
and was commonly known as the *' Millman 
tract.’’ It was also here that the remains 
of those interred in the old North Side cem- 
etery found their next resting place. In 
1865 the City Council ordered the vacation of 
this graveyard, and then the largest dis- 
interment known in the history of the city 
took place. The lot-owners were authorized 
to select other lots of equal size in any part 
of the newly founded cemeteries in ex- 
change for lots surrendered in the Lincoln 
Park tract. At that time Rosehill, Oak- 
woods, and Graceland had been established, 
and when the two years had expired within 
which the city had to clear the ‘‘ Millman 
tract,”’ or Chicago Cemetery, the City Coun- 
cil named a committee of three to make the 
selection for nearly 200 lot-owners who had 
failed to hand in their claims, and whose 
whereabouts could not be ascertained. The 
bodies were divided among Graceland, Cal- 
vary, Rosehill, and Oakwoods. More than 
4,000 Confederate dead, who passsed away 
while prisoners of war at Camp Douglas, 
were included in this last removal, and it is 
over the bodies of these that the beautiful 
Confederate monument at Oakwoods is to 
be dedicated Decoration day. The old Chi- 
cago Cemetery in Lincoln Park was placed

1869,

The city pigeon affords an illustration of 
the radical change which artificial sur- 
roundings produce in animals and birds. 
Naturally one of the shyest of birds the 
pigeon, after a short experience of urban 
life, becomes as thoroughly at home as 
the sparrow. But white sociable and confid- 
ing, the pigeon is never obtrusive or impu- 
dent as his little British cousin is. Pigeons 
settle down on the busiést streets and gath- 
er up the food which is scattered about in 
abundance with a quick, energetic motion 
of the head, as undisturbed by the clatter 
of the forest of horses’ legs about them as 
if they were in the primeval groves of their 
ancestors. Horses in getting at the bottom 
of their noonday nose-bags spill a great 
deal of the grain and the gutters are favor- 
ite resorts for the birds. 

On this account the proposition which has 
been ventured on several occasions of abol- 
ishing the practice of making a kind of 
equine lunch counter of the space around 
the City and County Building would not be 


-popular in pigeondom, particularly that part 


of pigeondom which has its headquarters 
on the roof of that imposing structure. This 
has through many administrations been a 
favorite breeding place for the birds, and 
they literally swarm there. They may be 
seen all day long fluttering among the cap- 
itals of the pillars or perching on the head 
of Demosthenes or some other of the stone 
notables over the entrances. Occasionally 
in the summer time one of them’ fiies 
through an open window into one of the 
offices, and on one occasion-one of them in- 
terrupted the proceedings in a dry case of law 
by fluttering into one of the court-rooms, 

In the winter time the big warm chimneys 
afford a comfortable shelter from the winds 
and the sparrows resort there a good deal, 
also. A good many people in the outskirts 
of town and in the suburbs have pigeon- 
boxes in their barns, but most of the 
down-town have nests around the is ele- 
vators. They get fat from the leakage of 
the grain cars along the tracks and are sel- 
dom molested eee more formidable 
than the small boy with his “ nigger-shoot- 
er,”’ as the elevators are kept as nearly rat- 
proof as possible. |

The Way Illinois and Wisconsin Came to 
Get Their Nicknames. 

New York Sun: “If there had been no 
badgers in Wisconsin,” said a native of that 
State, ‘‘ Wisconsin would not be known as 
the Badger State, and yet it did not receive 
the name because badgers were there. There 
were very few white people in Wisconsin 
Territory in its early days, the population 
being confined to the military posts, the 
missionary and trading stations, and the 
leading mining regions in the southwestern 
part of the Territory.

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FLOWER FIESTA IN CALIFORNIA. 


Eos Angeles, Cal., May 1.—{Special Cor- 


- gespondence.]—This is the season of the an- 


nual flower carnivals and floral pageants 
jn Southérn California.. The foses, lilies, 
poppies, daises, carnations, marguerites, 
and scores of other varieties in the floral 
kingdom that have made'California unique 
jn the whole world are at their best for three 
or four weeks after the early part of April 
every year. Thousands of tourists, who 
come annually to spend the winter months 
$n the semi-tropic land, wait until the flower 
shows or rose festivals are over, and the 
siesta season in Los Angeles is a thing of 
the past before they pack their trunks and 
turn their faces homeward. This year the 
sunny days and the mild, soft rains through 
the winter have been favorable to early 
and most abundant blossoming of all man- 
nér of wild and cultivated flowers, and there 
has never been such lavish floral decora-

tions, such extravagant profusion of the

rarest roses and Iflies, as at the carnivals 
in the last week, 

Thus far this season Santa Barbara, Los 

Angeles, and Pasadena have each had their 
days of public» homage to Queen Flora. 
During this week and the next there are to 
be almost as elaborate flower shows and 
parades in Santa Rosa, Monterey, Santa 
Cruz, and Vacaville, edch community vy- 
ing, one with the other, to produce some dis- 
tinguishing feature that is original and 
Thus, Santa Barbara has this year 
made the poppy and carnation the principal 
flowers in its decorations, amd the people 
there have wrought astonishing effects in 
color by the use of these'varieties alone. In 
Los Angeles a specialty was made of large 
floral displays in the street and park parades 
of the coaches; victorias; landaus, and other 
vehicles. 
,in Santa Rosa preparations are making 
for a dozen mammoth arches that will span 
the avenues, each of which will be composed 
of not more than three varieties of wild 
flowers, and will require wagon-loads of 
blossoms gathered from the gardens, foot- 
hills, and mountains. In Monterey and 
Santa Cruz, which lie along the Pacific 
Ocean shore, carnations and geraniums 
gxrow ‘with a luxuriance that is probably 
equated nowhere else, and in these towns 
the floral geniuses every year plan and labor 
to produce marvelous effects in these flow- 
ers at the public halls. (In every California 
town where there is yearly observance of 
the supremacy of Queen Flora several days 
and evenings are given up by the entire pop- 
ulation to the affairs. | 

The flower carnival.or festival in Califor- 
nia is of recent origin. The visit of Presi- 
dent Harrison and his party to this region 
in April of 1801 was the cause of the first 
festival of flowers on a large scale in the 
State. The President, sp the Southern Cali- 
fornians thought from ‘the daily reports in 
the newspapers at that’ time concerning his 
progress across the continent to the Golden 
Gate, was heartily weary of seeing bunting 
waving at every station he stopped at, and 
of having school children drawn up in rows 
about his train to pelt him and his party 
with bouquets. The Santa Barbara people 
wanted to do something different—decidedly 
different—when the President came there. 

They knew that under ordinary circum- 
stances the Presidential party woul’ 
simply drive to the old Franciscan Mission, 
glance languidly at a few gardens, dine at 
the hotel, and take the train. So a flower 
festival was planned to extend over several 
days, and to hold the attention of the dis- 
tinguished visitors as well as the throngs of 
peaple who would come to town to gaze at 
Gen. Harrison. It succeeded admirably, and 
it has been attracting visitors ever since. 
This year the fifth annual floral carnival 
was held at Santa Barbara. The develop- 
ment since the first carnival has been very 
evident, and the affair is now one of the set- 
tled armual events. It comes as regularly 
as Christmas and Fourth of July, and the 
inhabitants look’ on it much the same way.

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ceases for carnival week, and though at the 
end of the time every one is thoroughly 
tired out, there isn’t any one in town who 
hasn’t had a glorious time. Among South- 
ern Californians there is an intense feeling 
Ps personal loyalty to the place where they 
ive. 

For a couple of years'Santa Barbara hada 
monopoly ef carnivals. Then San Diego 
celebrated the 300th anniversary of the land- 
ing of the Portuguese navigator Cabrillo. It 
Was not exactly a flower festival, but it par- 
took of the nature of one. That was in 15802. 
In 1893 Los Angeles raised a fund of $15,000 
eud had the most elaborate festival, extend- 
ing over four days, ever known here in hom- 
age of Queen Flore. This year a multitude 
of floral carnivals ve sprung up all over 
the State. Many of them-have incorporated 
original idéas into their fétes, but the lead- 
ing idea of all is the same. 

Of course floral carnivals did not originate 
with this western coast. Nice and other 
Southern Italian towns furnished the mod- 
els, and people who have seen both declare 
@ preference for the copy. The leading 
idea is a week's holiday: for townspeople 
and visitors, with flowers, street dectora- 
tions, tournaments, music, and dancing to 
enchant both eye and ear, during the inter- 
jude in the humdrum routine of life. After 
all it is refreshing ‘to think of business be- 
ing entirely suspended just because it is 
spring and because flowers are blooming, 
Californians have the reputation of bei 
very commercial in spirit, but there is sure- 
ly a vein of the estheti¢ and romantic which 
prompts such a festivai, In no other State 

n the Union is nature worshiped quite so 
fervently and openly as here. It may be 
that these. various carnivals are simply in- 
vestments—designed to draw visitors who 
all under the spe]! and purchase new homes, 
ut the commercial spirit is wondrously well 
concealed. Such scenes of enchantment are 
presented that one could easily* imagine 
himself in fairyland or'the Elysian fields, 

The best artists in nose culture and flora 
Geeorations in California almost unanimous- 
fy agree that Santa Barbara has developed 
the most beautiful and harmonious flower 
festivais. There is a large class of wealthy 
and leisurely people who have made their 
homes in Santa Barbara because of the 
beautiful scenery and the soft, mild climate 
of the valley by the ocean side. These pep- 
ple have studied floriculture and made an 
art of the harmony and diversity of colors 
in Gowers and of floral effects. They have 
dozens of acres\of the most beautiful gar- 
dens of flowers, and they subscribe thou- 
sands of dollars every year to make a carni- 
val that will surpass anything else in the 
world. Many weeks before the rose season 
comes on ere are preparations for the 
carnival. |

One of these is 
Made up of palms and masses of waving 
pa a ee ee another is completely cov- 
ered wi h alternate colors of Jacqueminot 
and Gold of Qphir roses; another arch is a 
mass of rich yellow poppies set off by a rim 
of calla lilies about the edges of the arch; 
another is of variegated hues of wild flow- 
ers, and still another of small green pepper 
boughs flecked. with thousands of La Marque 
white roses. Then there are festoons from 
arch to arch of marguerites, wéld mustard, 
Wisteria, and orange and lemon blossoms. 


Bunting in harmony with the colors of the 


‘floral arches and festoons is used in quan- 


tities with telling. effect along the fronts of 
business blocks and houses, so that the town 
from adjacent foothill or mountain slope 
has the appearance of being canopiéd with 
butterflies. Literally, hundreds of bushels 
of solid roses, field daisies, lilies, poppies, 
and blossoms are. made use of in the street 
decorations. 

A person.who has never seen a vehicle 
completely covered with flowers, much less 
has taken part in the work of decoration, 
knows nothing of the labor and expense in- 
volved. There have been in the Los An- 
geies and Santa Barbara carnivals in the 


last few days a numbef of coaches that’ 


have been so thoroughly decorated that not 
a particle of the paint, iron, or leather on 
them except the very tires of the wheels 
was visible from beneath the coating of 
roses and carnations. 

Upon each of these vehicles over 50,000 

roses were used. Upon one large coach 
from Pasadena exactly 52,000 roses and 12,- 
300 marguerites and blue-eyed daisies made 
up the royal show. If, however, it is re- 
membered that there are in nearly every 
town of any size in Southern California 
scores of climbing rose bushes and rose 
trees that every year bear several thousand 
blossoms each, and that in some valleys 
there are, indeed, acres and acres of bushes 
that produce, with little or no care, the 
most perfect roses that ever came from a 
florist, the consumption of this variety of 
floriculture does not seem so prodigal after 
all. 
When one speaks of decorated vehicles an 
image of a phaeton with a six-inch border 
of roses around the back, a bunch of flow- 
ers on the hub of each wheel, and a dozen 
buds on the whip rises in the Eastern read- 
er’s mind. 

But a man from Mars who had never seen 
a wagon would not know of what the foun- 
dation was composed in a California floral 
parade. In the beginning the vehicle is 
usually covered with cheesecloth of the 
shade of the flowers that are to be used. 
This is done a day or so before the parade. 
Then the harness is neatly covered with rib- 
bons or silk of exactly the same hue as the 
flowers. If jasmine is to be used the car- 
riage is covered with lavender cloth and 
the harness with. lavender silk, while the 
blinds are usually rosettes of lavender rib- 
bon. The occupants or drivers of the ve- 
hicle are arrayed in costumes in perfect har- 
mony with the color of the flowers. The 
horses are ofa color that contrasts best 
with the effect that the floral artist plans. 
Thus a coal black animal is harnessed to 
a vehicle of deep red carnations or yellow 
poppies, while a cream colored horse pro- 
duces the most pleasing effect with violets 
or wisteria. 

A much admired floral creation in the Los 
Angeles parade the other day was a basket 
phaeton enveloped in pink carnations and 
canopied with wild daisies. Four white 
horses, carefully groomed, drew the vehicle. 
They wore pink harnesses and had immense 
collars and head covers of blue daisies. 
The occupants of the phaeton were two 
young women, who wore creamy silks and 
bonnets and feathers of the same shades. 
Even te-the whip and color of the horses’ 
eyes there was not a particle of color that 
marred the harmony of the scene. 

Expense is not spared, for richness of 
material counts. Not a particle of inhar- 
rnonious coler can be tolerated anywhere. 
There are numerous instances in the prep- 
afations for the: carnivals in Los Angeles 
and Santa Barbara where many dollars’ of 
expense and hours of work have been 
thrown away because an effect that the de- 
signer thought could be produced by cer- 
tain flowers could not be had, and the whole 
plan was reconstructed. For instance, one 
of the largest floats in the Santa Barbara 
parade Thursday was a representation of 
the battleship Olympia. It was twenty- 
two feet long and seven feet high. It was 
eonstructed of roses alone, floating in a sea 
of blue daisies. 

The sides of the vessel were in Marechal 
Niel roses, the portholes in scarlet gera- 
niums, the turrets were in Jacqueminot 
roses, and the smokestacks in La Marque. 
It was truly a royal work of art in flowers 
when it was brought forth from the build- 
ing, where it-had been made up by a score of 
young people. The water of the ocean was 
represented by wisteria that had been gath- 
ered by the eart-load for the float. It did 
not harmonize with the Marechal Niels and 
Jacqueminots, so there was a scurrying for 
the fields and gardens, where bushels of 
solid blue-eyed daisies were plucked and 
hastily brought in for decorative purposes. 

Ali of the flower carnivals in California 
close with a flower ‘dance. The San Diego 
people originated some of the novel features 
of these delightful entertainments. The 
original flower dance was a brilliant idea 
that a San Diego woman conceived for en- 
tertaining President Harrison and his party 
in 1891. It was splendidly executed. The 
President an? his Cabinet referred to the 
beauty of that scene many times later dur- 
ing their journey up the coast. Of course 
that was enough to have the affair copied 
and elaborated in a dozen or more towns 
during the next yearortwo. The flower ball 
at the pavilion in Santa Barbara last Friday 
night was without doubt an affair that has 
never been duplicated in this or any other 


country. 


The palithig of the pavilion was almost ob- 


scured by garlands and festoons of roses, 
pansies, daisies, marigolds, dahlias, sweet 
peas, and geraniums. Festoons of orange 
and apple blossoms hung along the walls in 
immense loops, while rosettes a yard in di- 
ameter of solid bunches of marguerites and 
gold of Ophir roses were arran hefe and 
there amid the festoons. ® dancing 
opened with a “dance of the flowers. For- 
ty-eight young women, each representing 
some flower, took part. The handsome bru- 
nette who represented the California poppy 
wore a garment that was completely em- 
broidered with poppies. Her headgear and 
ruching were the same hue as the flowers, 
and were so ingeniously arranged as to ap- 
pear lie Saughing face peeped forth.

above her head was the petal, and an 
elongated coiffure of yellow projecting from 
within was the stamen. 

Then there were daisies, camelias, mari- 
golds, and orange blossoms galore. At a 
given moment in the dance the flowers were 
joined by forty-eight young men, who rep- 
resented:.the bees, their beautiful and deli- 
cately wrought costumes havihg been im- 
ported from Paris. Then at another mo- 
ment twenty butterflies in the form of little 
boys came upon the scene and joined in the 
mazes of the dance. There was tremendous 
applause at this last addition to the magnifi- 
cent beauty of the occasion, and the audi- 
ence threw at the dancers showers of roses. 
Spanish dances followed, and at midnight 
there was a scarf dance in which none but 
little boys and girlsarrayed in roses of every 
conceivable hue took part. 

Pasadena introduced another striking 
novelty in holding its battle of roses at night 
under the dazzling glare of the electric 
light The parade of the daytime was mar- 
velously beautiful and gorgeous, but that at 
hight left it far behind. The effect of the 
lights on the moving masses of flowers was 
entrancing in a degree almost impossible to 
describe. 

For the two days of the carnival the town 
was simply rose-mad. 

Houses and store fronts in and off the 
streets where the procession moved were 
hidden by banks and festoons of the richest

| flowers the State produces, and the decorat- 


ors lavished the choicest varieties on the 
arches spanning the main streets and on 
ropes stretched from every vantage point. 
And_ yet, after it was.all over, the visitor 
would not have known from looking at the 
gardens that there had’ been any spoliation 
of their treasures. Bushes and clambering 
vines by nearly every fence and gateway 
and on the house fronts were laden as heav- 
ily asin any season.

HINTS FOR THE HOUSE CLEANER, 


One Simple Rule Will Keep Home from 
Looking Like a Junk-Shop. 

These are the times that try men’s souls, 
and are even harder for women to bear. But 
house-cleaning time may be made endurable, 
even to the masculine mind, by strict ad- 
herence to one simple rule. Clean one room 
atatime. Do not have the entire house odor- 
ous Of suds and every apartment looking like 
ajunkshop. Let everything be done decent- 
ly and in order and “‘all will be well,’”’ as the 
old-fashioned heroine used to remark, 


If painting and papering are among the 
things to be done the painting should be first 
accomplished. Then should come the paper- 
ing, and next the cleaning of window-glass 
and floors. 


The woman who respects her own appear- 
ance as much as that of her dwelling will 
have a special uniform for house-cleaning 
time. A big sweeping-cap, which will protect 
her hair from dust, and which can be easily 
slipped off, should be worn. A heavy, all 
enveloping apron of denim, made with long 
sleeves like a child’s, will cover her dress 
properly, and loose rubber gloves will save 
her hands much future unsightliness., 


Bread crumbs rank among the house-« 
cleaner’s best friends. Crushed to a coarse 
powder, they may be used to clean delicate 
lamp-shades, screens, show-cases, scarfs, 
and the bolting-cioth trifies dear to the heart 
of the decoratively inclined. Bread crumbs 
will also remove grease spots from wall- 
papers, and are, indeed, invaluable in fresh- 
ening wall-papers that have become dingy. 

To clean brasses make a paste of finely 
powdered rottenstone and sweet oil, and ap- 
ply it with a flannel cloth wrapped about a 
piece of cork. Brass fenders and other ob- 
jects which may be unscrewed should be 
taken apart and cleaned in parts. 


To clean old furniture dust carefully and 
wash. Then apply with a rubbing-pad— 
made by rolling a two-inch strip of woolen 
cloth—a polish made as follows: Mix one 
quart of linseed oil, a half pint each of wine 
and vinegar, two ounces of vinegar, anda 


‘half pint of spirits of turpentine. 


A remarkable: degree of brilllancy may be 
imparted to windows by cleaning them with 
alcohol and whiting. This will remove the 
most obstinate paint spots. For ordinary 
window-washing a little kerosene in the 
water is an effective brightener. 


The spring house-cleaning period is an ex- 
cellent time to throw away the accumulated 
useless treasures of the winter. Old wool- 
ens only .serve to harbor moths, and old 
things of all sorts are dust-collecting, germ- 
breeding nuisances...

He served through all the wars of the em- 
pire on the staff of Napoleon, or at the head 
of picked troops. As all who are familiar 
with their French history know, Count 
Ge Ségur lived in perilous times—partic- 
ularly perilous to those connécted with pub- 
lie lifé, either in the court or on the field. 
The restlessness which is ascribed as one of 
the most striking of the Amefican’s charac- 
teristics is as repose compared to the rest- 
lessness of the French in the matter of gov- 
ernment. One Terror was followed by an- 
Other in the early part of the century, and 
Count de Ségur experienced the horrors of 
@ach in turn, When he was 19 years of age 
it was time for him to be on the lookout for 
some vocation, but he writes: “It seemed 
‘that I was not fit for anything, not even to 
be a ¢lerk in anh office, for my handwriting 
was too bad.” His pen hand might have 
been bad; but his sword arm was strong. 
Revolution was following revolution, and 
in the temper of the times he saw his career. 
His family were aristocrats, but he threw 
himseif body and soul into the cause of Na- 
poleon and joined a company of hussars 
who were styled ‘“‘Bonapartes,” 

Napoléon’s attention had been called to 
the young soldier and he sent for him in- 
tending to give him a position in the diplo- 
matic service. The interview took place in 
the chamber known as the throne-room in 


the Tuileries, 

“Bonaparte stopped short on hearing my 

name coupled with the designation of junior 
attaché and looked at me fixedly and his 
countenance, which was grave that day, 
assumed a benevolent aspect as he an- 
gwered: * Yes, I know that he shows much 
promise.’ But, although I saw this great 
man for the first time at close quarters, I 
Was not so dazzled as I might have been 
on account of the hostile sentiments held at 
headquarters, and having made up my mind 
not to tie myself in any way, I yentured to 
contradict him and answered, ‘Citizen 
Consul, if I show any promise it is not for 
diplomacy, but for the military career.’ 
This boldness surprised and displeased him; 
being then all for peace and negotiations, 
it ran counter to his views for me; he 
resumed his severe aspect and in a blunt 
and abrupt manner rudely turned his back 
on me and answered, ‘ Very well, You will 
have to wait for war.’ ”’ 
As may be imagined, Ségur came away 
from this audience with a poor opinion of 
the kind feeling of the First Consul. It 
seems, however, that the young man had 
made a favorable impression upon Napo- 
leon, who, immediately upon taking up his 
abode at St, Cloud, sent for him again. 

* Citizen Segur,’’ said the great man ina 
loud voicé, before a crowd of Senators, trib- 
unes, legislators, and Generals, “I have 
placed you on my private staff; your duty 
will be tO cOmmand my body guard. You 
goe the confidence which I place in you; you 
will oir tae, to it; your merit and your tal- 
ents insure you rapid promotion!” 

The routine of Segur’s new duties was not 
difficult and he was delighted and flattered 
by the confidence put in him, for he was 
then only 22 years of age. 

The personal household of the First Con- 
_gul was divided against itself, but kept in 
-check by the firmness of the head: 

** These were on the one hand, the Beau- 
harnais; on the other, Napoleon’s own fam- 
ily. The e of Louis Bonaparte with 
Hortense de Beauharnais on July 17, 1802, 
appeared to have put an end to these differ- 
ences, so that peace seemed to pervade every- 
thing, a domestic peace which was not one 
whit more durable than the other peaces 
of this epoch. But at first this alliance, and 
‘peveral other es amongst the young- 
er members of Napoleon’s family, increased 
the general cheerful disposition of mind by 
the addition of their honeymoon happiness. 
The well-known attractions and ‘wit of the 
sisters of the First Consul, the many graces 
of Mme. Bonaparte and her daughter, and 
the remarkable beauty .of the young brides 
who had just been admitted into this fascin- 
ating circle, above all, the presence of a real 
hero, gave an indefinable charm and luster 
to this new court, as yet unfettered by eti- 
quet or any other tie than the former tradi- 
tions of good society. 

“Our rning amusements at Malmaison 
consisted of country-house diversions, in 
which Napoleon used to take part, and in the 
evening various games, and of conversa- 
-tions,. sometimes light and sparkling, some- 
times profound and serious, of which I still 
find reeords in my note-book. The revolu- 
tion, philosophy, above all the Kast, were the 
favorite topics of' the First Consul. How 
often, as night drew on, even the most youth- 

ful among these young women, losing all 
count of time, would fancy they could see 
what he was describing under the charm of 
his admirable narratives so vividly colered 
by a flow of bold and novel illustrations, and 
his piquant and unexpected imagery. 

*“At other times and in other moods private 
theatricals, in which the hotisehold took 
part, were the order of the evening. 

“He (Napoleon) sometimes would encour- 
age us by looking on at our rehearsals, which 
were superintended by the celebrated actors, 
Michaud, Molé, and Fleury. The perform- 
ances took place at Malmaison before a se- 
lect party. They would be followed by con- 
certs of Italian songs principally and often 

by little dances, where there was no crowd- 
in& or confusion, consisting, as they did, of 
three or four quadrille sets, with plenty of 

Space between each. He would ‘himself 
dance gayly with us, and would ask for old- 

- fashioned: tunes recalling- his own youth. 
These delightful evenings used to end about 
“~midnight.”’ 

As for the report that Napoleon took dan- 
cing lessons and that he used to strike agti- 


tudes adopted from actors, Ségur denies } 


them all. : 

On the subject of the murder of the Duc 
@Enghien, Ségur does not try to defend Na- 
poleon, but he states as an offset to the crime 
the murderous intentions of the First Con- 
gul’s adversaries: ‘“‘He was enraged at see- 
ing himself thus placed by them, as it were, 
beyond national law, outside the pale of 
European civilization, and exposed to the 
most atrocious and perfidious attempts upon 
his life; his indignation increased with the 

, arrest of the Aides-de-Camp of the Bourbons, 
who were associated with Georges, and the 
—- of the latter brought it to fever- 

eat.’ 

He was told that Dumonriez was In Etten- 
heim with the Duc d’Enghien: ‘On hearing 
this the First Consul was thoroughly exas- 
perated.- ‘What,’ he cried, as Réal entered, 
‘you did not tell me that the Duc d’Enghien 
was only four leagues from the frontier! 
Am I dog to be killed in the streets? Are my 
murderers sacred beings? W was I not 
warned that they were assembling in Etten- 
heim? My very pefson is attacked! It is 
time that I should give back blow for blow. 
ae head of the most guilty must atone for 

Ségur was on duty the fateful night when 
the Due @Enghien was brought to Paris. 

He knew that something of moment had oc- 

curred, but it was not until the next day that 
he was told the awful truth. 

“When I entered the reception-room, Gen. 
Duroc not yet being down, I found Hulin, 
yery red In the face and very excited, pacing 
‘up and down in the greatest agitation. This

retired in unspeakable grief, . .. Un- 
happy Prince!. “His warlike heroism and 
chivalrous youth should have rendered im- 
possible the barest’ suspicion that he could 
have been an accomplice in the contem- 
lated assassination of Bonaparte! Yet, 
nnocent of this crime, he had been its vic- 
tim.’”’ , 

Ségur declares that Napoleon intended to 
reprove the Duc d’Enghien and that his 
murder was a fearful blunder, and that was 
why, when Josephine cried out in horror: 
“alas, my friend, what have you done!” 
Napoleon replied: ‘‘ The wretches were too 
quick!” and to Joseph he indulged in a furi- 
ous burst of anger and accused Réal of pur- 

posely disregarding his counter-instruc~- 
tions. 

To show not only the power of Napoleon’s 
commands, but the inspiration they gave 
his officers, Ségur tells this anecdote: 

“T have already said that on Oct. 6, the 
Emperor having outstripped and turned 
Mack, had slept at Nordlingen. He had al- 
ready during that evening pushed on to Don- 
awerth in his impatience to see the Danube 
for the first time, and to assure and hasten 
the success of his maneuver. On Oct. 7, 
about 1 o’clock in the day, having returned 
to the bank of the. Danube, he éncouraged 
the workers to repair the broken bridge; the 
rain, which never céased during that month, 
and which caused the first part of this cam- 

aign to be so trying, had just begun. 
Wrapped up in our cloaks, Mortier, Duroc, 
Caulaincourt, Rapp, and I, surrounded Na- 
poleon, receiving and executing the orders 
which he kept on multiplying. At,one mo- 
ment I would be dispatched to Rain to push 
on Marshal Soult, and the next to hurry Van- 
damme’s passage beyond the mouth of the 
Leck. On coming back I always found him 
stationed in front of this burnt“d@@wn Bridge 
of Donawerth, and in his haste to see it re- 
constructed on both banks he ordered me to 
cross the stream too soon. This was the 
first danger to be braved, and the most per- 
jlous. A single log of wood which was long 
and narrow and badly secured had only just 
been thrown across from one pile to another. 
But under the eyes of Bonaparte I sped off 
with such an impetus that in spite of the in- 
security of this beam, which was 
quivering under my feet, and the 
hindrance of my cloak, which im- 
peded my movements as it flapped in the 
wind, I reached the middle of the second 
arch without wavering. Once there, how- 
ever, the oscillations of the frail and shaky 
foothold caused me tostagger. I was losing 
my equilibrium; beneath me the charred and 
half-burnt joists of the bridge, which had 
fallen into the stream the night before, 
were whirling around its foundations witha 
tumult in which I seemed about to be en- 
gulfed and crushed; neither able to advance 
nor retreat. I was suspended over this abyss 
and already swaying toward it, feeling my- 
self a lost man, when an exclamation from 
Napoleon, ‘Good God, he will be killed!’ gave 
me fresh cdurage, This cry from his heart 
seemed to strengthen mine, and with a su- 
preme effort I pulled myself together and 
managed to reach the right bank.”’ 

Nothing shows a certain phase of Napo- 
leon’s character better than these words of 
his addressed to his soldiers after Austerlitz: 

“Soldiers, you have won peace; you will 
once more seé France! Give my name to 
your children; you have my permission to 
do so; and if among them there should be 

one worthy of us I will leave him all my 
worldly goods and declare him my suc- 
cessor!” 

It is rather remarkable considering that 
admiration of so many people in and out of 
France for Napoleon that so few children 
should be named after him, My theory on 
the subject is that even adoring parents 
considered the name too big a one to stagger 
under, ’ 

Like everything that is written of Napo- 
leon at first hand this is a most interesting 
book and gives us a view of the great Em- 
peror that we should be very sorry to have 
missed.

IS BEEF TO RUN OUT? 


DISMAL OROAKER SEES AN END TO 
THE SUPPLY. 


When the Free Cattle Ranges Go the Ten- 
der-Fleshed Steers Will Go TooSmall 
Farms Will Make Cheap Beef Out of 
the Question=Prudence Demands That 
the Americans pare a Substitute for 
Their Principal Agficle of Diet=Patent 
Products Will Come. 


Are we about to abandon a certain food 
supply and substitute something else in its 


place? Has the Nation reached that point 


where beef must disappear from our tables, 
and the nutrition it supplied be extracted 
from some other product? Are we done with 
the *‘ rib roast and brown potatoes” forever? 
Is the last “‘ cornbeef hash and anegg”’ ap- 
proaching us? And when it shall have dis- 
appeared have we seen theend of the beef 


supply? 

Very probably, 

But what will take the place, of beef as a 
food supply? Well, that is another question. 
Its answer will be various, Vegetarian 
friends will say we never needed such food, 
any way, and they will offer the succulent oat- 
meal and the nourishing cracker. Some in- 
genious fellows will fence up their back yards 
and turn their lawns into henneries, beguiling 
the public with assurances that spring chicken 
is better than beefsteak. 

. We shall find ourselves eating. game and 
fish and hams of frogs and trying to fancy 
them as satisfying as beéf, as the confirmed 
toper, firmly desirous of reforming, treats 
his palate with soft drinks and declares it is 
** just as good.’’ We will eat more fruit. In- 
genuity will set itself the task of combining 
alien elements in a new composition that may 
be broiled or boiled or served up raw, with 
dyspeptic possibilities equal to that of meat 
and some suggestion of the ancient smell and 
taste. They will give it new names, patented 
and trade marked against imitation. 

But, really and truly, is there to be an end 
of beef? Wel?, look at the matter fairly. 
There will always be some cattle. The time 
will never come, perhaps, when the rich man 
cannot havea double porterhouse if he wants 
it and goes to thé rich caterer’s to get it, but 
it will cost 80 much that great popular de. 
mand, on which any product is based, will 
vanish, and the mass of conimon people will 
leave it alone as they leave alone the diamond 
back terrapin and many other expensive pleas- 


ures of life, 

The great packing houses which have made 
fortunes handling*beef will fall into decay, or 
turn their attention to patent products, as 
they are already beginning to substitute some- 
thing for the lard of our grandmother’s 
kitchen, The great herds of cattle will disap- 
pear ftom the plains, and even the plains, in 
that capacity, will disappear with them. 

That is the fundamental reason for the 
whole change. The plains are vanishing. 
Cheap beef never could have been provided 
but for lumitless and free pasture land. With 
ranges over which herds could stray at will,live, 
mature, and grow fat, provide for themselves 
every item of sustenance from green calfhood 
to the estate of 4-year-old steers—with all 
this in favor of the ranchmen, beef was 
cheap. 

But the range country is being cut up into 
farms. Prairies over which a man might 
ride in a right line fora week ten ycars ago 
are now laced with fences and blistered with 
a land. The free pastures of America 

ve vanished, 

And rapidly as this change has come, the 
enlarging of cities has been even more rapid. 
The proportion between producers and con- 
sumers has shifted. Every year there-is a 
larger number of men to feed and a smaller 
number of men to feed them. And that 
change in ratios will continue. It is not 
difficuit to forecast the coming—sudden and 
unavoidable—of the crisis, when the pasture 
land will by no means supply the demand of 
the swiftly enlarging cities. 

Beef will be no cheaper. It will.grow higher 
and higher in price till it will pass from popu- 
lar use altogether. 

Tnere is no need hoping for cheap beef in 
three or four yeara, that being the tine re- 
quired to produce the most profitable steers 
for the market. Every year will make the 
problem more diffivult for the cattleman, 
The farms are increasing; the pasture lands 
are diminishing. A steer must be 8 Years 
old before he can profitably be marketed. 
The maximum of profit comes when he is 
4. Bat if ranges must be. rented for him, if 
he cannot be freely driven to warm climates 
in winter and cvol pastures in summer, every 
added year will make him more expensive; 
and the only conclusion is that he must gell 
for more and more when he goes to market. 

Hopeful men have looked to Mexico ana 
have heralded the passage of Mexican cattle 
across the Rio Grande, But the hope is badly 
founded. In the firet place, the cattle there 
are not fine. Nogood beef can come from 
such frames as those that. thrive but never 
fatten on the hot ranges about Monterey and 
Tampico. In the second place, there is not 
and never can bea cattle supply there, even 
of an inferior kind, to satisfy the tremendous 
and daily increasing demand of these vorac. 
ious American cities. 

Other hopeful men have thought of the 
plains of Argentina and Brazil and have prom- 
ised relief from our approaching beef famine. 
But even if the quality of the meat were as 
good, the means of preparmg for market as 
abundant and cheap, and the volume of prod. 
uct offered as large as were seen in the gala 
days of the American cattleman, even then 
there would be no rainbow of hope spannin 
the packing-houses and herding places of 
South America, The unconquerable ogre of 
freight rates would add to the price of beef. 
It would be iess tasteful and more expensive, 

Where, then, shail we get our food? 

England asked herself the same question 
thirty years ago and the answer came, as it 
must come here. There was a lessening of 
the consumption of *‘the roast beef of old 
England.’’ The problem is more insistive 
here, rr the condition is different. Our 
population is becoming more and more a city 
population. Not only do our young men 
abandon the farms and flock to the towns, 
but the immigration is fully five men to the 
city for one to the country; five consumers 
for one producer, The ratio is increasing 
alarmingly. 

Simmonds says the Germans were once a 
meat-eating nation, but that they gradually 
acquired a vegetarian taste and now eat less 
meat in proportion to the bulk of their efood 
supply than does any other nation on the con- 
tinent. 

France abandoned meat as a principal arti- 
cle of diet almost two centuries ago. Meat 
there was, but the fathers of the revolutionists 
could not afford to pay for it. And may be 
their ideas of freedom and the heroic military 
strength of their sons came through the nutri- 
tive qualities of a vegetabie diet. 

Seotiand abandoned meat when it became 
too scarce and too dear, and adopted the oat- 
meal, which is still distinctively its own. Ire- 
land, unable to purchase roast loin, ate roast 
potatoes. And America—if this be croaking 
make the most of it—and America may profit 
by their example. 

Still, there are other resources. The seas 
swarm with fishes, the smal! farms may raise 
sheep, still smaller tracts will produce roul- 
try, and there is no limit to the fruit and the 
gtain and the root crops. Fora family may 
subsist on the product of an acre. 

But the free pasture lands of the West are 
going. and when they are gone beef will van- 
ish from our tables,

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AINT MEDARD, the old church in the 
~ Rue Mouffelard, matie so famous 
once ‘by Pavis and the Convulsion- 
naires, is in the center of a very 
poor parish. There is not much piety 
in the “‘ Faubourg Marceau,” as it is styled, 
and the priest has difficulty in making the 
two ends meet. On Sundays at the regular 
~ gervices there are few attendants, these be- 
ing chiefly old women and servants. As for 
men, a few old ones in peasant attire kneel 
on the stones near a pillar, 'with their caps 
under their arms, clumsily telling their 
beads, moving their lips, and raising their 
eyes toward the arches of the ceiling. Dur- 
‘the week the church is deserted. In the 
whiter, on Tuesdays, the aisles resound for 
a moment with the tread of wooden shoes 
when the catechism pupils come and go.

So Father Faber, one of the parish priests, 
is sure to find no one at the confessional two. 
times out of three, and then he listens to 
hothing more interesting than the unbur- 
dening of the consciences of some old wom- 
en. But he-is a conscientipus man, 80 on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays, at 
precisely 7, he repairs to the chapel, and if 
he finds no one there he says a prayer at the

One wild winter evening Father Faber 
struggled along up the Rue Mouffelard, 
‘breasting the storm with his open umbrella

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PROPOSED STATE OF SUPERIOR. 
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EOPLE who have been figuring on an

If these two slices of two States should be 
made one, the new Commonwealth will spring 
into the Union like the fabled goddess of 
com merce—winged at the heels and ready for 
business. There are already within the pro- 
posed boundaries 400,000 people, and they 
are not the untutored, ungoverned prowlers 
who usually get together in a new country. 
They have been citizens in every sense from 
the time Michigan and Wisconsin became 
States to the present. 

The proposed new State is that portion of 
Michigan known as the Upper Peninsula and 
that section of Wisconsin lymg north of a 
line drawn east and west across the State 
from some point’on Green Bay. The exact 
spot has not been agreed upon, but there is 
an impression that it will be somewhere near 
the mouth of the Menominee River. It will 
have for its boundaries plenty of land 
and water. Lake Superior will give 
it an outlet § to the sea ; Lake 
Michigan will. give it water communication 
with Chicago. Wisconsin is on the south, 
Minnesota on the west and north, with the 
province of Ontario near athand. In area, 
and somewhat similar in shape, the new State 
will be like Kentucky. 

It ig a little remarkable that a community 
having so much in common, so many inex- 
haustible mines, all in operation and highly 
productive; with so many good towns, so 
many established institutions, and such a 
future should be allowed to assemble for a 
Statehood without any apparent opposition 
froin either of the States which will lose 
thereby. And yet that is the exact situa- 
tion. From the treatment extended to 
these portions of two States, by the lawmak- 
ing power of each, they have been told, 
virtually, that they were not to expect equita- 
ble consideration, and now when these two 
sections have proposed to get under one coat 
of arms the two States from which the sec- 
tions are to secede enter no objection. On 
the contrary, so far as Tie Tripung has 
been advised, the two States have rather fa- 
vored the proposal. 

The people on the peninsula and the north- 
ern slice of Wisconsin are all the more in- 
ceased at the treatment they have received 
because they ciaim that they have furnished a 
good deal of the revenue for State 
purposes, as well as the ‘“hoop-la”’ 
necessary in peopling a Western State. 
They point to the fact—they assert itasa 
fact—that before the interior towns of the 
two States had attained that developing 
process. necessary to create booms, there 
were substantial business houses and blocks, 
and pretty homes, and asphalt pavements, 
and modern conveniences in the towns on the 
frontier. The town of West Superior had 
boulevards and parks, and put on metropoli- 
tan frills when Madison and Fortescue, and 
Stevens Point and other towns had hayseed 
in their hair. In fact West Superior in a cut- 
away coat, and other niodern makeup, actually 
challenged Duluth for commercial supremacy, 
and at one time it looked as if 
the few sentences which made Proctor Knott 
immortai—those he affixed to Duluth—would 
be brushed away and trampled under the heel 
of this atripling. 

All along the northern coast of this proposed 
State there sprung up manufacturing towns 
and summer resorts, Ashland and Bay View 
became favorite places with the resorters 
from the South. The Apostle Islands, gems 
in the inland sea, crowned by a monastery, 
gave the peoplea sort of perpetual benedic-. 
tion. Isle Royal was so remote from the 
State capital, Lansing, that the iohabitants 
there had todo some uniawful acts in order 
to get the attention of the Wolverine Solors. 
When a member to the Legislature from 
the Wisconsin slip went to Madison he was 
given a back room at the hotel and had to go 
to the town pump to get a drink. He was 
generally placed ona committee that had no 
jurisdiction. The same sort of contempt, it 
is alleged, wasshown the pée@ninsula states- 
man who went to Lansing. If either ever 
asked for an appropriation for his section it 
was always the sigoal for some other repre- 
sentative to move the previous question or an 
adjournment. 

So far as the peninsula is concerned Michi- 
gun proper has always regarded it as an 
adopted child any way. In 1831, when 
Michigan knocked for admission, Uncle Sam 
would not let her in until she gave up a strip 
of her southern border, Ohio then, as ever 
since, was asking for things, and Ohio got a 
strip which has made Toledoa seaport. In 
fact, long before this, in 1816, Indiana 
wanted a little lake breeze to mix 
with the malaria of the Wabash and 
insisted and received from the Wolverine ter- 
ritory a slice from its southern extremity. 
This sort of thing nearly created a war 
tween the two Commonwealths. Old Gov. 
Arnold called out the ‘Territorial 
militia and gave Brig.-Gen. Brown orders to 
shoot the first surveyor from Ohio who was 
caught looking through a spy-giasa at the 
sacred soil of Michigan. 

Then Uncle Sam had to call in this way- 
ward child and giveit something in return, for 
Congress had by this time decided that Ohio 
could have a slice off Michigan, just as Indi- 
ana had.

POSTED LETTERS CAN BE INTERCEPTED 


One Popular Belief Exploded by Obliging 
, Postoffice Chiefs. 

If you have made a mistake and dropped a 
letter in a mail box which should not go to 
the person to whom it is addressed it will 
do you no good to camp by the lamp-post 
and wait for the carrier. You can talk to 
him until morning wears into night—if he 
will listen to you—but it will avail you 


naught. 

But you are not entirely without recourse, 
popular belief to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. By making the proper representations 
to the powers that be in the Postoffice you 
can get your letter returned, and, what is 
more, if the letter has started to its desti- 
nation the local postal authorities will noti- 
fy the postmaster at the other end of the 
line that a mistake has been made and he 
will intercept the document and return it 
to you, 

Hunting for one letter among 500,000— 
the average number in the Chicago office 
every evening—is no small affair. And yet 
there lives in- Chicago a man who not only 
did not appreciate the efforts of an acecom- 
modating official who did that very thing 
for him, but even kicked because the job 
took three hours. 

‘“*I have just mailed a letter containing 
notes for $50,000,"" he said, as he rushed 
into the office, ‘‘ and if it gets to the man to 
whom it is addressed Iam ruined. Wehave 
been fighting for a number of years and I 
finally got the drop on him—and his notes— 
and now I’ve sent ’em back to him by mis- 
take. If he gets ’em he'll tear ’em up, and 
then where will I be?’’ 

The mistake evidently started the man to 
drinking, for when he came in an hour later 
to see what success the searchers had he be- 
came abusive because his precious papers 
had not been found, Thirty minutes more 
and he berated the Chicago office as the 
worst in the country and talked of wiring a 
complaint to the Postmaster-General. Final- 
ly his letter was discovered and returned to 
him after proper identification. He opened 
it in the presence of the officials, and sure 
enough it contained the notes. As the now 
overjoyed citizen stuffed them in his pocket 
he growled: 

“1 don’t see why I couldn’t have got ’em 
two hours ago. I’ve missed my dinner and 
I'll get fits from my wife when I go home. 
ha public service is going to the dogs these 

ays.”’ 

A firm of private bankers recently sent 
some important papers to Minneapolis with- 
out attaching the firm seal to them. The 
letter was searched for but could not be 
found. The Postmaster at the Flour City 
was telegraphed to hold the letter until the 
seal arrived by express, and possible com- 
plications involving thousands of dollars 
were avoided. 

It is not over two weeks ago that a bank 
clerk made a mistake which he declared 
would cost him his position. The letter he 
wanted was found, but was not turned over 
to him. He was told that if he could bring 
some responsible business-man to identify 
him before midnight the letter would not be 
sent, otherwise it would: He did so. But 
even then he did not secure possession of the 
document. It was returned to the President 
of the bank by mail with a note explaining 
the circumstances, 


STRANGE THINGS IN LIFE AND DEATH. 


Discoveries Made by Scientists in the Study 
Protoplasm, 

London Satufday Review: In the de- 
scending scale of animal life the relations 
between the organs are less and less inti- 
mate, and the misleading suddenness of 
the arrest of their machinery fades away. 
The heart of a turtle from which the brain 
has been removed will continue to beat for 
days. A worm or a star-fish may be cut to 
pieces, and each piece remains alive, some- 
times even reproducing the whole. Who 
shall name the point of death of an oyster 
or of a sea-anemone? No stoppage of a 
single organ causes sudden and conspicu- 
ous change in the whole. When protoplas- 
mic death of a part occurs, either the part 
is sloughed away and replaced or the rip- 
ples of destructive change spread slowly 
from cell to cell, each unaffected part re- 
maining active to the last. In the simplest 
animals of all, organisms that consist each 
of a single cell, death may be seen at its 
lowest terms. ThereAs no composite mul- 
ticellular body, no bodily mechanism to 
break down, no possibility of the failure of 
one set of cells gradually creeping upon 
others. Each organism is alive or dead as 
its protoplasm is alive or dead. 

Here, in their simplest forms, are life and 
death; and here, asking if death be inherent 
in living matter, we find surprising answer. 
Violence of heat and cold; mechanical 
forces, and the assaults of chemical] affini- 
ties may destroy these single particles of 
life; but if not overthrown by rude acci- 
dent, and if provided with food and drink, 
their protoplasm lives forever. Each par- 
ticle feeds, until, outgrowing a convenient 
size, it cleaves asunder and one life becomes 
two lives. So far as reason and observation 
can inform us the living particles in the 
ponds and seas of today have descended 
in a direct continuity of living material 
from the first dawn of life. No other solu- 
tion is open, save the possibility of:a spon- 
taneous generation of living matter so con- 
tinual and so common that it could not 
have eluded the search of science. This is 
that “ immortality of the protozoa ” hinted 
at by Lankester in England, blazoned into 
fame by Weismann. 

Whether or no the protoplasm of the tis- 
sues of higher organisms be potentially im- 
mortal can be only a matter of inference. 
The reproductive cells, indeed, form a liv- 
ing chain, binding the animals and plants of 
the present with the animals and plants of

as the protoplasm of single cells is immortal,
